In connection with an investigation 
of his case the board learned that the 
family formerly resided in Worcester 
which is at present the seat of a sharp 
epidemic. However the family re- 
sided there previous to its appearance. 

Dr. Pembroke of the State Board of 
Health has been in Quincy assisting 
the local board in determining the 
cause. The cases are scattered 
throughout various parts of Ward 
Six and as far as investigation goes 
shows that there is hardly an error 
n perfect sanilation. : 

Situated within 200 yards of each 
case however are stables and it is 
known that the stable fly transmits 
he sickness. It has also been deter- 
nined that animals are carriers as 
vell as being subject to the disease, 
but the baccili is so small that is de- 
ies a microscopic analysis. 

Several days elapse from the time 
-he ordinary symptons appear until 
he paralysis sets in, and a physician 
an be absolutely positive in diagnos- 
ng the case. This is a’ severe handi- 
‘ap to prevention, because it is not 
cnown whether or not the disease can 
e transmitted during this period. 

Dr. Fred E. Jones of the board has 
veen devoting much time in tracing 
he origin of the Atlantic epidemic, 
ind is apprehensive of the appearance 
f more eases. He states that as far 
s is known the families infected are 
ybserving a rigid quarantine and the 
1ouses have been placarded. The 
1istory of cases have shown nothing 
n common between the patients, and 
‘espite all efforts the seat of the ep!- 
lemie defies recognition. 

A letter containing the recommend- 
tion required by the board has been 
ddressed to all families having 
atients, as follows: 

Quincy, Mass., August. 26, 1913. 
fo the Parents or Guardians of a 

‘hild sick with Anterior Polio Myeli- 

tis or Infantile Paralysis. 

“You are hereby ordered to isolate 
he child sick with this desease from 
ul other children and from flies, in- 
ects and animals of all sorts. Your 
hild is sick with a communicable 
lesease. The manner in which this 
lisease is transmissable is at present 
tot absolutely known, but the serious 
‘esults which of time follow should be 
neentive enough for you to use every 
1ethod possible within reason to pre- 
ent this disease being communicated 
9 another child. 

“It is already known to be conta- 
zious by secretions from the nose and 
nouth and through the medium of the 
:table fly, and you should be exceed- 
ngly careful that it is not transmitted 
yy the common use of cups, knives, 
orks, spoons, towels, sponges, hand- 
cerchiefs or any other article that may 
some in contact with the child’s nose 
or mouth. 

“It is reasonable to assume that the 
irine and fasces of this sick child may 
e also a source by which this disease 
nay be transmitted. 
ull such secretions empty into the 
yublic sewerage system they must be 
endered inocuous by the use of a 
solution of one half pound good 
chloride of lime to two gallons of 
water, made freshly every day, or of 
. solution of carbolic acid one part 
.o nineteen parts of water, or of a sol- 
ition of formalin, one part to nine 
varts of water. The stools and urine 
»hould be thoroughly mixed with one 
f thesé solutions before being put 
ato any watercloset or privy vault. 
“It is particularly required that your 
thild be absolutely isolated from any 
ither child in your household. This 
‘an only be done by confining him and 
creening him from flies, in one room 
vhich is not accessible to the other 
hildren, and by his having separate 
oilet and eating and drinking facili- 
fies. 

“This is also desirous because dur- 
ng the active stages of the disease 
ohysicians generally require that the 
paralyzed limbs be kept absolutely at 
rest. Such linen and clothing which 
comes in contact with him should be 
sterilized by boiling before is comes 
in contact with the other children. As 
this disease is known to be communi- 
cable for some period of time it will 
be necessary for this child to be kept 
in absolute quarantine for at least 
four weeks and then shall be released 

only on recommendation of your fam- 
ily physician.”

Rev. J, E, Lilback ‘oughly 
Handled by Fanatic 


A fanatic, shouting at the top of his 
voice that he would rid the earth of all 
ministers, assaulted Rev. John E. Lill- 
back of Quincy at the home of his 
mother at Worcester on Wednesday 
evening. The assault occurred about 
11 o’clock in the kitchen, and followed 
the statement of the infuriated fanatic 
that he was willing to determine reli- 
gious issues by debate or fight.

When the school pupil complains of | 
headache, one’s first thought is that a 
ball game is ‘ about to begin’ some- 
where, or that there has beeh a 
chance to go on a picnic. Still the 
Statisticians do say that there’is an 
enormous amount of ill health among } 
the children. ; | 

One writer says that in one recent 
schoo] term, 16,000 children left their 
desks in five-American cities, because 
of diseases and poor health. With 
facts like these to work on, the, fourth | 
international Congress of School Hy- 
giene, in session at New York the 
past week, should be something more 
than a gathering of faddists. 

Ready made ventilation is supposed 
to be provided in a “modern school 
house.” Yet the complaint is still 
heard from many artificially ventila- 
ted buildings, that the air feels as if 
it were baked, and the children still 
have headaches. 

The old time school, if it was gifted | 
with an alert teacher; often. seemed to| 
fare quite as well. She would have a 
thorough cleaning out of foul air 
about every hour. If the weather was 
cold, the children marched around 
the room, and returned to their books | 
with fresh energy. 

Several years ago many thousands 
of New York children could attend | 
school only half a day, on account of!

New York, Sept. 4.—Only last 
| Saturday fifty-eight boys at a camp 
in Maine received the last of a series 


of lessons in first aid to persons in- 
jured and dying. ‘They tore up band- 
ages and made improvised splints for 
maké-beljéve injured persons and car- 


‘ried them off on cots from an imagin- 


ary Scene of catastrophe. 

These boys, bound for their homes 
in this and adjoining cities, were 
| brought face to face with a real dis- 


,aster when the White Mountain ex- 


press crashed into the train on which 
they were passengers. The boys 
proved equal to the emergency. Not 
only did the they give assistance to 
{their own friends who were injured, 
but they went among the distressed 
nd dying im other cases without 
flinching. 

The remarkable work of the boys 
was due largely to Harry R. Mooney, 
director of the Cobbossee camp at 
Monmouth, Me., who was in charge 
at the camp and who accompanied 
them on the train. He was among the 
first to realize the extent of the acci- 
dent, and on his call to the boys to 
remain cool and maintain discipline 


‘they went about the relief work like 


seasoned soldiers. 

Hesides the boys there were twenty 
others in Mooney’s party. He char- 
tered a special car for the boys and 
other members of the party were in 
other reservations. 

When the Bar Harbor express came 
to a stop early in the morning three 
boys who had found it impossible to 
sleep were up ond about on a boyish 
exploration. They were Walter Shus- 


| ter, 16 years old; Edgar Bauman, 13, 
' and Joseph Hennessy, 15.

were standing on the front platform of 
the second car from the rear. The 
doors of the Pullman car leading to 
the ground were open and a brake- 
man was on the ground pacing nerv- 
ousty up and down. Suddenly’ the 
brakeman turned to the boys and 
shouted: “Look out, boys—jump!” 

Then he turned and ran toward the 
end of the train. Schuster gave 
Bauman a ehove that sent him head- 
long off the car and sprawling on 
the ground. He jumped after Bau- 
man, only hesitating a second to shout 
to Hennessy to follow. 

As he looked back Schuster said he 
saw the train coming at terrific speed. 
He ran farther down the embank- 
ment, beckoning to his companions 
to follow. They stood dumfounded, 
unable even to give a cry, he said, 
as they waited for the trains to crash. 

Splinters were still flying, the air 
was full of smoke and the place coy- 
ered with debris when they made their 
way back to the train.

Slowly they picked thei 
Way to the other end, seeking a way 
out. Luggage piled high in the turn 
of the car, together with a mass of 
debris, blocked their progress. All 
this time Mooney kept admonishing 
the boys in the car to keep cool. 
Finally two windows were broken, 
and Mooney and two of the boys were 
agsisted out. 

On top of the car they found the 
three boys who had escaped injury 
by jumping. ~ Mooney saw the first 
little fellow scramble over the side of 
the car the moment he put his head 
through the broken window. He 
heard the boy ,cry to his companions 
and the next moment two other forms 
appeared over the side. 

“Come on, fellows.”” shouted the 
first boy on top of the car, “here's a 
place to get our fellows out.” 

The next fifteen minutes were spent 
in rescue work that was marked by 
trying moments. There were times 
when boys below were delayed in ap- 
pearing, and as only a few had been 
taken out, the boys above knew there 
were fifty others in the car. The sus- 
pense was beginning to tell on the 
boys when adults put in an appear- 
ance.and assited in.the work. 

Not until the last boy was taken out 
and accounted for did they quit their 
work. Then they turned to assisting 
less fortunate persons in the debris of 
= two rear cars.

New State Laws Says Cities 
Shall Aid 


[ One of the most imiportant new laws 
lot the Legislature of 1913 went into 
[effect Sept 1, “to provide for suitably 


aiding mothers ‘with dependent chil- 
dren.” While it will entail large ex- 
pense upon towns, cities and the state, 
it is thought that it will to a large 
extent prove a practical solvent of a 
serious social problem. 

The first two sections of the new 
law are printed in full: 

“Section 1—In every city and town 
the Overseers of the Poor shall sub- 
ject to the provisions of the subse- 
juent sections of this act, aid mothers 
with dependent children under four- 
teen years of age, if such mothers are 
fit to bring up their children. The 
aid furnished shall be sufficient to en- 
able the mothers to bring up their 
children properly in their own homes; 
and such mothers and their children 
shall not be deemed to be paupers by 
reason of receiving aid as foresaid. 

“Section 2—Before aiding any 
nother under the foregoing section, 
except as hereinafter provided, the 
overseers of the poor shall determine 
chat the mother it fit to bring up her 
hildren and that the other members 
#f the household and the surroundings 
‘f the hoine are such as to make for 
zood character, and that aid from the} 
overseers is necessary to enable her 
o bring up her children properly, by 
aaking an immediate and careful in-~ 
juiry including the resources of the| 
amily and the ability of its other| 
nembers, if any, to work or otherwise} 
‘ontribute to its support, the exisi- 
ence of relatives able to assist the fam- 
ly, and of individuals, societies or) 
.gencies who may be interested there- | 
o; shall take all lawful means to; 


ompel all persons bound to support | 
he mother and children to support! 
hem and to enforce any other legal | 
ights for their benefit; shali press all| 
aembers of the family who are able) 
o work, other than the mother and} 
.er dependent children, to secure! 
vork; shall try to secure work for 
hem; and shall secure all necessary 
id for the mother and children which | 
an be secured from relatives, organ- | 
tations or individuals. Nothing | 
verein contained shall be construed to! 
yrevent the overseers from giving! 
rompt and suitable temporary aid, 
1ereunder, pending compliance with | 
he requirements of this section, when | 
n their opinion such aid is necessary | 
ind cannot be obtained from other! 
ources. A detailed statement of ex-| 
venses incurred under this section 
hall be rendered to the state board} 
£ charity, together with such certifi- 
sates or other guarantees as the said 
oard may require.” 

“Section 6—In respect to all mothers 
n receipt of aid hereunder the city} 
x town rendering the aid shall be! 
eimbursed ‘by the commonwealth, | 
fter approval of the bills by the state} 
yoard of charity, for one third of the} 
‘mount of the aid given. If the} 
nother so aided has no settlement, the 
‘ity or town shall bereimbursed for 
he total amount of the aid given, 
.fter approval of the bills by the state | 
voard of charity as foresaid. If the | 
nother so aided has a lawful settle- 
nent in another city or town two 
hirds of the amount of such aid given 
nay be recovered in an action of con- 
ract against the city or town liable 
herefor in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter eighty-one of the 
tevised Laws and cats in amendment 
hereof and in additfOn thereto. 

There are nine sections in the act, 
<nown as Chapter 763, printed in the 
Acts and Resolves providing for visits, 
supervision, etc. Mrs. Robert E. 
Park of Wollaston was prominent in 
securing the passage of the act. 

The Boston Transcript says editor- 
ially: 

“Of course the direction of public 
philanthropy into such a channel can- 
aot be intelligently judged until it has 
has a practical trial. The justifica- 
ction of the measures, like all other 
new measures, must depend on results. 
If there is any truth in the trite saying 
that “the place of the woman is the 
home” it fits more closely the mother 
of dependent children than the woman 
in almost any other relation. She is 
their’ natural guartian as well as the 
enforced provider for their needs. She 
must neglect one function or the other. | 
It is beyond her powers to meet both | 
responsibilities as they should be met. | 
By the nature of the case she must 
neglect what in the final equation may 
®e the more important duty. First 
they must be fed and clothed, and 
when these requirements have been 
met she has little strength and spirit 
left for training or restraint.”

ea | . BERRIES AND SMALL FRUITS. | 


; By George French. 


When one says berries the first 
thought is of strawberries. Let us re- 
member all the time that the success- 
ful culture of strawberries in New 
England is the work of the man who 
has become a strawberry expert, and 
that success also depends upon hay- 
ing the right sort of land and being 
near to a good market. In New Eng- 
land ithe’ native!strawberry, to be a 
profitable crop, must be different from 
those brought to the market from a 
distance. In Boston, and all large 
New England cities and towns, the 
strawberry is in the market from 
growers are learning to produce fal! 
Christmas to August, and now that 
crops, to well into September. The 
berry is not ,therefore, per se, a table 
rarity. The varieties that are shipped 
to the New England markets from 
southern Florida, and along up _ the 
the Atlantic region to Jérsey, and 
even into Connecticut and Rhode Is- 
land, must be such as can be packed 
and shipped, and retain their shape 
and flavor for from two days to a week. 
Now the strawberry as- is a straw 
berry, 100 per cent, plus, cannot be 
shipped long distances, and must be 
eaten not later than the day after it is 
picked. Moreover, it must be ripened 
on the vine. It is for these reasons 
that for New England tables and pal- 
ates the berries grown within two or 
three hours of the consumers’ tables 
are those that New England growers 
should raise, and do raise. 

There is nothing to be had in the 
way of strawberries, anywhere, equa} 
to the wild berries found in all the 
New England states, in smaller or 
larger quantities but in Maine and 
New Hampshire in large quantities. 
These cannot be shipped at all, and 
can only be carried short distances. 
They must be eaten the day they are 
picked. Therefore they are local deli- 
sacies. They are not an article o? 
‘ommerce, and they do not figure as 
source of dependable wealth. 

Next to the native wild berries, as 
luscious fruit that can be found in 
nearly all New England markets for a 
short season, are such berries as are 
supplied to the Boston markets from 
Marshfield, and a few other towns. 
These are large, red, ripe, luscious fruit 
fit for the tables of kings of beggars. 
They get to the eaters when they are 
n the best condition. They are the 
ae plus ultra of berries. 

Are they profitable to raise? Note 
these few examples of profitable straw- 
berry culture in New England. There 
are hundreds more. These are merely 
symtomatic: A shoemaker who real- 
zed that the confining work was eat- 
ng into his constitution, with a wife 
ind six children, bought two anda 
ialf acres of virgin land in Maine, has 
made a good living, educated his chil- 
iren, paid for his land and has a com- 
ortable bank account, all from the lit- 
le patch of a farm. He has raised 
-hubarb, strawberries, rasberries, cur- 
rants, gooseberries and plums. All the 
amily worked on this little farm, in- 
‘luding father, and all profited. It is 
1ot a fit subject for a detailed financial 
tatement, but for more than a quarter: 
if a century it has taken care of the 
amily, and something more. 

Another Maine man has netted $1,000 
1 year off of one acre of strawberries. 
\nother Maine man has, by growing 
‘abbage between the rows of strawber- 
cies, got over $2,000 an acre, gross off 
a his berry patch. A Vermont man 
cot over 5,000 quarts of strawberries 
off of a quarter of an acre, and sold 
them at an average of 15 cents a quart. 
This is a rate of 33,000 an acre. A 
(Massachusetts man has taken $1,000 off 
if an acre of strawberries. A Vermont 
man got 1,100 bushels of strawberries 
off of four acres, 35,200 quarts, which 
means about $1,000 an acre, if he got 
i fairly good price for the berries. 

A Boston market man went down in- 
to Norfolk county and bought a five- 
vcre patch of land and is specializing 
vith currants. He has 10,000 bushes, 
and they average around eight quarts. 
He gets from 15 to 25 cents a quart, 
the price varying for the varities. For 
white fruit he gets about 15 cents, for 
red he averages 20 cents, and for the 
black he gets 25 cents. His currant 
crop probably brings him a gross of 
around $16,000 a year. He also has a 


father founded in 1780, bringing 75 
small apple trees on his back from 
southern New Hampshire. At a recent 
fair this man had 200 varities of fruit 
and vegetables on display, 41 of which 
were apples. He has 2,500 fruit trees, 
with 80 varities of apples, 750 plum 
trees and 700 cherry trees. He had 
2,000 small chestnut trees, some of 


which were discarded, but the majority | 
used as a nucleus for a big chestnut} 


orchard. He has several kinds of wal- 
nuts, with which he is experimenting. 
He has four acres of raspberries, and 
sells all the berries at 10 to 12 1-2 cents

“Our inguiry will go much deeper | 
into these conditions than the inquiry 
into the wreck at Stamford last June.

In this inquiry 
we shall look into the general opera- 
tion of the road, into methods of run- 
ning trains, schedules and headway of 
trains, into the signal system and 
every other possible factor. We are 
going to the bottom in a most thorough 
Manner. I have no doubt that the 
commission’s action in the matter 
will be drastic.” 

Allowed to Burn Wreckage 

Belnap denjed. that ,the New Ha- 
ven had been guilty of,disobeying the 
orders of the commission when it 
burned the wreckage. , He explained 
that KF. A. Howard, an inspector for 
the commission, after having made an 
investigation, released the wreckage 
to the railroad company Tuesday atf- 
ternoon. 

Meantime Coroner Mix will conduct 
&@ secret inquest. This. will begin to- 
day behind closed doors. The coroner 
still persists in his refusal to give out 
the details of what he, learned at the 
preliminary investigation which he be- 
gan Tuesday. “1 do not see that any- 
thing is gained by holding a public 
inquest,” said Mix. “I have not fol- 
lowed that rule.

VISIT TO PANAMA. |

President Hamilton than gave near- | 
ly a two hours’ talk on his recent visit| 
to the Panama canal. He took the 
members of the Board on a personally 
conducted tour of the canal, the party 
leaving New York on the steamship 
Metapan July 16 and returning 22 days 
later. President Hamilton vividly des- 
cribed the scenes on ship board and 
at the ports at which the steamship | 
called, also the people at these ports) 
and their customs, in his inimitable) 
manner. 

He also described in detail his visit} 
to the big ditch with W. E. Hingston. 
Of the 40,000 men employed on the 
canal, 1800 men cut grease, 1200 
spread oil, and 1700 dig ‘and clean} 
ditches. That is these men are the) 
ones employed to keep the place sani. 
tary and prevent disease which was 
the cause of the failure of France. 

He said that Americans were usually 


selected to supervise the work; the na- 


tives, usually black, being the com- 
mon laborers. There were however 
many French and Italian workmen. 
The supervisors all carry umbrellas 
for protection from the frequent rains. 
The temperature is about the sams 
summer and winter, although there is 
less rain in winter. In the summer 
it rains for a few minutes almost 
every half hour. The mornings and 
afternoons are hot but the evenings 


most perfect. The supervisors pay no 
rent for the houses which are built by 
the government. All eat in mess 
houses where an excellent meal is ob- 
tained for 30 cents, although strangers 
have to pay 50 cents. 

Steam shovels do the work instead 
of the men. Railroad tracks are built 
to every accessible point tracks are 
built rapidly. There were two stand- 
ards of money, gold for the whites and 
silver for the blacks, and they travel 
in separate cars. Speaking of rail- 
roads, he said that at times temporary 
tracks would be built for four miles 
to carry dirt 400 yards. Gatum is nine 
miles inland and the rock for th« con- 
crete is obtained twenty miles away, a 
whole mountain having been used for 
concrete.

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NEW STANDPIPE 
A LANDMARK 


Will Tower 104 Feet Above 
Great Hill 


The contract for the construction of 
the standpipe on Great Hill Houghs 
Neck, for which $20,000 was appro- 
priated by the City Council has been 
awarded to the Chicago Bridge and 
Iron Works of Chicago, Ill. The firm 
is one of two that submitted bids in- 
side the appropriation. The contract 
price is $18,350. 

The stand pipe will be 104 feet in 
height and will be the most conspicu- 
ous land mark visible in Boston Har- 
bor. It will have a capacity of 400,- 
000 gallons and does not necessiate the 
construction of new mains for its sup- 
ply. 

Its reserve supply will be one of the 
best protective features Quincy will 
have in. water supply, Work will 
probably be commenced in September 
and it will be ready for its contents by 
early spring. The foundation will 
be of cement and will extend into the 
ground for a great depth.

MONUMENT TO HEROES 
OF ALL OUR CONFLICTS. 


Carter County, Tenn., Will Honor 


Both Blue and Gray. 


Carter county, Tenn., has just com 
pleted a monument of concrete, with 
marble tablets, to the memory of ity 
soldiers of all our wars, from the 
American Revolution down to the pres 
ent time. This monument commemo 
rates the deeds not only of the sol- 
diers of the republic, but those of the 
men who wore the gray in the civil 
war. 

East Tennessee counties contributed 
sparingly to the Confederate forces; 
but, although loyal to the Union, the 
boys who wore Federal uniforms have; 
come to love and respect the heroes of | 
the Confederacy and all traces of a 
one time bitterness have disappeared. 
Thus it is that this monument, erected 
almost in sight of Sycamore shoals, 
where the heroes of the American 
Revolution assembled for the march 
to King’s mountain, recognizes all sol- 


| diers. 


The Spanish-American war helped 
this feeling. At Chickamauga, where 
60,000 soldiers were mobilized, the 
sons of the men who wore the blue and 
the sons of those who wore the gray as- 
sembled in the same camp under one 
fing.

WILL PRECANCEL STAMPS. 


Yearly Saving of $200,000 to Postcffice 
Department Expected. 
Beginning Sept. 16, precanceled post- 
age stamps are to be sold to the pub- 
lic, an order to this effect having been 
signed recently by Postmaster General 
Burleson. By the operations of this 
order it is expected that a saving of 
approximately $200,000 per year can be 


| effected in the operating expense of 


the postoffice department 

Precanceled stamps are those which 
bear the name of the postoffice at 
which matter bearing them is mailed. 
The name appears between two heavy 
black lines. The canceling is done by 
means of a special machine, and by the 
use of such” stamps it becomes un- 
necessary to pass each piece of mail 
through the canceling machines. 

To cancel the number of stamps now 
used each year in this manner, it is 


‘ stated, will cost about $10,000, while 


f the stamps ure not canceled until 
placed on the matter to be mailed the 
cost would approximate $250,000. 

The precanceled stamps are to be 
valid for postage for any point only 
when matter bearing them is mailed 
nt the office of precancellation—that is, 
stainps precanceled at Washington will 
not be good on any matter mailed out- 
side the delivery limits of Washing- 
ton. 

Formerly the use of such stamps 
was not permitted unless at least 2,000 
were sold at one time, to be used on 
pieces of mail identical in size and 
tlass. Postmaster Genera! Burleson’s 
order removes these restrictions and 
ts considered another great step for- 
ward toward making the postal serv- 
{ce thoroughly efficient.

SCHOOL HYGIENE 
MORE ADVANCED 


Less a Fight Against Disease 
Than For Health. 


EXHIBITS MORE SCIENTIFIC. 


Argument In Favor of International 
Movement by United States Bureau 
of Education—Right Living Under 
Right Conditions For School Children 
of First Importance. 


With the closing of the fourth in- 
ternational congress on schvol hy- 
giene, lately held at Buffalo, one fact 
stands out vividly, according to the 
United States bureau of education. 
“The school hygiene movement has be- 
come a positive movement for the ad- 
vancement of the health of the school 
ehild rather than a negative summing 
up of disease,” says a bulletin just Is- 
sued by the bureau. 

“The health emphasis was particu- 
larly noticeable in the scientific exbib- 
it held in connection with the con- 
gress. Visitors to educational exhibi- 
tions on hygiene and sanitation do not ! 
need to be told how frequently these 
have been of the ‘chamber of horrors’ 
variety. There were survivals of this 
type in the: Buffalo exhibits, but for 
the most part the positive, sane, nor- 
mal exhibit was conspicuously pres- 
ent. 

Pictures a Feature. 

“There were wonderful pictures of 
city girls engaged in outdoor sports 
and games—the New York schvolgirls, 
for instance, who in their Public 
Schools Athletic league illustrate the 
newer health spirit of the hour, the 
spirit of wholesome recreation, to | 
which even the tenement seems to suc- 
cumb.

“There were more illustrations of 
healthy teeth than decayed in the 
Buffalo exhibit; there was less em- 
phasis on the pitiable condition of bad 
teeth and more stress on the advan- 
tages of good teeth. and, above all, 
there was the spotless school dental 
clinie of Cincinnati and other cities, 
with its promise of better, cleaner 
mouths for future school children. 


Central Fact Emphasized. 

“Exhibits of the old sort there were, 
a few, just as there were a few 
speeches of the kind that were un- 
doubtedly necessary in the early days 
of the health movement to arouse pub- 
lic sentiment, but the one big central 
fact, both in the exhibit and in the 
speeches. was that school hygiene is 
to be henceforth considered from the 
point of view of health, not disease; 
that sound bodies, clear minds. normal 
development, air and sunlight, rational 
living. education to fit for natural pro- 
ductive life, ure the things to be 
stressed; that it is not so much a fight 
against disease as it is a fight for 
health. It was almost as if the dele- 
gates of the nations at Buffalo had de- 
clared to the world: ‘There are many 
things to be done. We know the evils 
now; let us remedy where we can. but 
let us above all do our best to point the 
way to clean. healthful, normal living 
for the generations to come.’” 


AID ARRIVES JUST IN TIME. 


Relief Ship Saves Party of Explorers 
From Terrible Death. 
According to dispatches from Christ- 
church, New Zealand. relief arrived 
just in the nick of time to save the 
lives of Dr; Douglas Mawson, the Aus- 
tralian antarctic explorer, and his tive 
companions who were left in March 
last on Macquarie island, in the Ant- 
arctic ocean, when the remaining 
twenty-four members of Dr. Mawson's 

expedition returned to Tasmanin. 

The six men were belleved to have 
ample provisions to last them until 
the antarctic spring. but the com- 
mander of a government steamer re- 
cently sent to their relief reports that 
the explorers had exhausted all their 
supplies and had been living for some 
time on the hearts and tongues of sea 
elephants. All of them were obviously 
in very weak condition when the re- 
lief ship reached them. 

Dr. Mawson’s expedition was unfor- 
tunate in losing by death two of its 
members owing to accidents on the ice 
—Lieutenant Ninnis, an English army 
officer, and Dr. Xavier Mertz, a Swiss 
scientist. 

The original expedition left Hobart, 
Tasmania, on Dec. 2, 1911, its principal 
object being the exploration and gsur- 
vey of the antarcti¢ st line.

New Transfer Peints Suggested |Will Report on Contagious) Considerable Business on Dock- 


and a Wider Sidewalk 


Commissioner Tupper is giving the 
suggestion of the Daily Ledger, rela- 
tive to a white line through City 
Square for automobile drivers to fol- 
low, considerable attention. The 
Commissioner said this morning that 
he hardly thought a white lime line 
would do for there was so much traf- 
fic over that part of Washington street 
that the lime would soon be oblitera- 
ted. 

He was however considering the 
plan adopted in some places. That 
was to erect a small stand, near the 
crossing which runs from the corner 
of Saville street across Hancock 
street another near the corner of 
Washington and Temple streets. On 
this stand he would have a sign read- 
ing “Keep to the right.” This he 
believes would help matters. 

The Commissioner said that he 
thought if the street railway transfer 
point was moved either north or south 
of the present place in front of the 
Faxon block that it would help some, 
but that the real solution of the 
scheme would be by double tracking 
Washington street. 

Temple street has also been sug- 
gested for a transfer point. It is 
a little off the travelled way; is wide 
enough for two tracks and could be 
connected up directly with the tracks 
from South Quincy and also from 
Houghs Neck. There should be 
double tracks around the First church 
with crossovers, so that cars of all 
lines could make the circuit of the 


There was a well defined path lead-| ohurch. 


It would be a great improvement, 
also, if the sidewalk from Saville 
street to Granite street was widened 
to about twic® the present . width. 

Now it is very much congested. 
Hancock street is so wide that it 
could spare 10 or 20 feet in front of 
City Hall and Hancock cemetery, and 
straighten the line. Such a side- 
walk would be a continuation of the 
sidewalk from Dimmock street to 
Saville street, which has met the ap- 
proval of the people generally. 

A comfort station is very much 
needed in City Square and should not 


Silonger be delayed. If an isolated 


site is wanted, it could be located 
largely underground in a new triangle 
at the junction of Coddington and 
Washington streets. There might be 
some question of heating it in winter, 
but there is such a station on Boston 
Common, near Park street.

AUGUST 
TEMPERATURE 


Blue Hill Observer Says It Was 
Unusually Warm 


L. A. Wells of the Blue Hill obser- 
vatory issues the following report for 
August. SER 

The weather during August was 
warmer than usual, the month being 
the warmest of the name since 1906. 
The mean temperature of 68.6 degrees 
was 1.4 degrees above normal, as 
compared with 65.5 degrees in August 
1912, The highest temperature 
reached was 93 degrees on the 17th 
and this was also the maximum of the 
summer. The lowest of the month 
was 52 degrees on the 15th. 

The rainfall, all in the form of 
showers, oocurred on i1 days, the 
total amount of 3.30 inches being .40 
inch less than the average and the 
least in August since 1910. Last 
year the total for the month was 3.85 
inches and in August 1911, it was 6.70 
inches. The greatest rainfall in one 
day was .86 inch on the 29th. 

There was somewhat more than the 
usual relative humidity and about the 
customary amount of cloudiness. The 
total amount of sunshine was 2 per 
cent. less than normal. There was 
a small excess of wind, and the pre- 
vailing direction was southwest. The 
maximum velocity of the month was 
45 miles per hour from the south on 
the 23d. Thunderstorms occurred on 
six days, the most in August since 
1908. Those of the 18th and 27th 
were of considerable severity.

CREDIT FOR THE FARMER. 

A bank’man remarked to’ the writer 
the other day, that few ‘people know 
the financial burden carried by many 
farmers. The investor in farm mort- 
gage commonly receives 5, 6, or 7 per 
cent. “But the farmer may be paying 
8 to 10 percent, The difference goes 
to loan companies. 

A hoodoo for a generation was 
placed on the farm mortgage business 
by the enormous losses formerly in- 
curfed by investors. Hosts of elderly 
people today will never forget them. 
They will always recall the days when 
every mail brought in bills for taxes, 
water privileges, foreclosure expenses, 
fees for shériffs and lawyers, news, 
paper bills for advertising sales, and 
all kinds of expenses Which thé bank- 
rupt owners of the land had thrown 
over. 

All this still creates prejudice a- 
gainst farm loans not justified by 
present conditions, but which still 
works against the former's interest. 
Thére is a general agreement that the 
farmer should have a better opportun- 
ity for legitimate advances, although 
there are radical differences as to 
methods. 

Today the West is abounding in 
prosperity. It is almost able to fi- 
nance itself, Just as workmen’s com- 
pensation laws are being passed to 
save the expense of litigation and turn 
all the proceeds of damage payments 
over to the man who is injured, so the 
farmer should get the full berefit ‘of 
the interest .he is paying, without 
needless charges by loan companies. 

In Germany, for instance, there are 
12,614 rural co-operative banks. The 
members not only know each other, 
but see from day to day how their 
advances of funds are being used.

Women everywhere are up in arms 
over the announcement of Professor 
Hugo Munsterberg, head of the psy- 
chology research department at Har- 
vard university, that a series of psy- 
chological experiments convinces him 
that women are not fitted for jury duty. 

The professor has advanced an en- 
tirely new and original thesis, “The 
Mental Stubbornness of Women,” stat- 
ing that his experiments show that 
women are unwilling to listen to argu- 
ment and cannot be brought to change 
their opinions on any ‘subject. 

Describes His Experiments. 

Describing a series of experiments 
with psychology classes in an article 
in the September Century, the psy- 
chology wizard says: 

“It is evident that this tendency of 
the female mind may be advantageous 
for many social purposes. The woman 
remains loyal to ber instinctive opin- 
ion. Hence we have no right to say 
that one type of mind is better than 
another, We may say only they differ 
and that this difference makes men fit 
and women unfit forthe task which 
society requires for Jurymen.”

BIG GUNS GUARD CANAL. 


Defenses at Panama, Long Under Way, | 


Rapidly.Nearing Compiction, 

Work on the Atlantic and Pacifie de- 
fenses of the Panama canal fortifica- 
tions is rapidly nearing completion. 
Most of the fourteen inch guns have 
been received at the canal zone, and 
the remainder are complete, ready for 
shipment. Several of the twelve inch 
mortars have already been set up. 

On the western side of the Atlantic 
approach to Colon is Fort Slocum, and 
on the eastern side is Fort Randolph. 
In both of-these, forts are! batteries of 
fourteen inch rifles and twelve inch 
mortars. Fort De. Lesseps, nearer 
Colon, has two batteries of mortars. 
Maps and charts have been compiled 
showing the range and angle of fire of 
the great guns and the mortars. These 
contemplate, privite electric light and 
power plants and an extensive system 
of searchligbts for night firing. 

The hardest part of the work is done, 
according to army officials. The plans 
have been prepared and the pits prac- 
tically constructed. The remnining 
work consists of simply following the 
lines already decided upon. 

On the Pacific coast, at Fort Grant, 
are Batteries Newton, Merritt, Carr, 
Prince, Warren, Burnside, Park and 
Buel. In Fort Amador there will be 
Battery Smith and one which has not 
yet been named. Here there are twelve 
inch mortars, fourteen inch rifles and 
one sixteen incb gun. 

Drainage and leveling of land will 
be necessary to accommodate the de- 
fenders of the fort from the land side. 
Some of this work has been done, but 
2 great deal yet remains. 

It is thought that the fortifications 
for both entrances of the canal will be 
ready for, emergency. action before the 
first ship passes through.

WILL PROVE READINESS. 


Always Prepared For Emergency, Na- 
val Officials Say, and Can Answer 
Call Within Two Hours—Philadel- 
phia Station Considered Best Equip- 
ped For Fast Work. 


While the United States marine corps 
has not been preparing for any par- 
ticular emergency, officials now declare 
that that branch of the service has 
been made so mobile that on a few 
hours’ notice it» could start for any 
place its services were neededy This 
applies in general to the entire per- 
sonnel of the corps, but more partic- 
ularly to that portion stationed at 
Philadelphia. From that station the 
1,000 marines in barracks there would 
be ready to take transport and sail on 
the shortest possible notice. 


Ready on Two Hours’ Notice. 

So far us the men’themselves are 
concerned, every one would be at his 
post with all his paraphernalia in two 
hours after the call came. Every man 
would be in line for the marine corps 
{s the que branch of the fighting serv- 
ice of the nation which is filled. up 
to the last man. Of the 9,922 marines, 
not counting officers, many more are 
stationed ut Philadelphia than at any 
other point. At Norfolk there are al- 
most 700, but many are recruits, not 
ready for service without at least ten 
weeks’ training. 

The especial preparedness of the ma- 
rines at Philadelphia is due to the “add- 
vance base” training given them there. 
Speed is the element which enters, to a 
greater degree probably than any oth- 
er, into this training. An hour’s loss 
of time in reaching and holding some 
particularly desired strategic point in 
an enemy’s territory or elsewhere 
might give the enemy an advantage 
which would engender weeks of hard 
fighting and maneuvering. For this 
reason the necessity of speed in an- 
swering every call is instilled by*con- 
stant practice. 

As to provisioning a transport to car- 
ry marines from )Philadelphia, it was 
said that it would require some hours 
more than it would take the men them- 
selves to get aboard. However, unless 
a call came at night, it is believed all 
the food needed ;for an extended trip 
could be taken aboard in considerably 
less than twelve hours time. Should a 
call come in the morning it is believed 
a transport could be on its way by 
nightfall or soon after, 

Hancock to Be Transport. 

A practicw! demonstration on a large 
scale of the efficlency of the new or- 
ganization is sooti to be made, The 
old army transport Hancock, for sev- 
eral years a naval receiving ship at 
New York, is being overhauled and 
turned into a transport. She is to be 
sent to Philadelphia, and some time 
next fall at a given signal the full re- 
sources of the “advance base” are to 
be called into operation. 

A thousand marines are to be order- 
ed on the transport, which will have 
been loaded with nonperishable food 
supplies, even wagons and possibly 
live stock, constituting a miniature 
army. This expedition will be rush- 
ed probably to Guantanamo. At ey- 
ery step the time will be taken’ to es- 
tablish a standard for a successful 
landing expedition upon the shore of a 
hostile country. 


JULY 4 LESS DANGEROUS. 


Fewer Died From Celebrations This 
Year Than Ever Before. 
Thirty-two persons died of Fourth of 
July celebrations this year, fewer than 
in any year since statisticians began 
recording the toll of fireworks. Fig- 
ures gathered by the Journal of the 
American Medical association just 
published, compare this total to that of 
466 in 1903, the first year the asso¢ia- 
tion counted the victims, and gave rise 
to the prediction that the “annual orgy 
of death and destruction soon will 

cease. 

Of this year's victims, thirteen, most 
of them little girls, were burned to 
death when their clothing caught fire. 
Two of these necidents were caused 
by supposedly harmless “snapper” 
matches. 

The nonfatal injuries this year were 
1481. as ugaiust 047 in 1912, and 3,988 
fn 1903. : 

The wost notable reductions in the 
number of injured came from cities, 
where ordinances prohibiting the sale 
and use of fireworks are enforced. In 
the list, Boston, Newark, N. J., Mil- 
waukee and Chicago appear most 
prominent. 

The publication calls attention to the 
fact that more than 40 per cent of all 
casualties were in Pennsylvania. 
which reported 491 injuries, including 
nine deaths. Of this number 340 oc- 
purred in Philadelphia.

THE GOLDEN HORSESHOE. 


That Was the First Order Founded In 
This Country, 

How many persons have ever heard 
of the Order of the Golden Horseshoe, 
the first order founded in America? 

In 1724, when Virginia extended 
from the Atlantic into the unknown 
west. few of her colonists had crossed 
the Blue Ridge or the Alleghanfes. So 
full of dangers from savages and wild 
beasts and so full of natura] difficul- 
ties was the passage of these terrible 
heights that Governor Spotswood, set- 
ting out to discover a pass, looked on 
the expedition as so hazardous that he 
took with him a guard of “soldiers, 
gentlemen and pioneers,” armed and 
carrying provisions. These scaled the 
pass with great hardships and perils 
and returned after the governor bad 
cut the name of King George in the 
rocks on the highest peak. 

He then constituted the soclety, or 
order, of the Golden Horseshoe. Each 
man who had scaled this high pass was 
made a member of it, and to each one 
he presented a golden horseshoe. On 
the side was ‘inscribed in Latin, “So It 
Pleases Him to Cross Mountains,” 

Any man thereafter who could prove 
that he had read with his own eyes the 
name of the king on the height was en- 
titled to become a member of this or- 
der.—Chicago Record-Herald.

| HISTORIG QUINGY. 


City of Presidents Has 
Much of Interest 


Old ‘historic Quincy settled in 1625 
has much of interest to visitors 
When Braintree was incorporated in 
1640, the territory now known aa 
Quincy, was a part. In 1792 Quincy 
became an independent town, and in 
1888 was incorporated as a city. 

Quincy was named in henor of Col 
John Quincy, desceriant in the third 
generation from Ed .und, 2d, who set- 
tled in Quincy, 1p 1/634; grand-fathes 
of Abigail (Smit’:) Adams, the wife 
and mother of a President of the Uni- 
ted States. 

The city includes Wollaston, Atlan- 
tic, Quincy Point, South Quincy, West 
Quincy, Montclair, Norfolk Downs, 
Wollaston Park, Squantum, Houghs 
Neck, Adams Shore, Germantown and 
Quincy Neck, comprising in all over 
16 square miles, of which 2,530 acres 
are in public parks. 


Birthplaces of Presidents. 


Birthplace of John Adams, the first 
Vice President and second President. 
of the United States, Franklin street, 
Quincy Adams house built in 1681 and 
‘restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to 
public. Admission charged. 

Birthplace of John Quwucy Adams 
the sixth President of the United 
States, junction of Franklin street 
Presidents road and Independence ave- 
nue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by the 
Quincy Historical Society. Open to 
public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admis- 
sion charged. 


Abigail ‘Adams Cairn, 


Penns Hill, erected June 17, 1896 by 
Adams Chapter, Daughters of the Rev- 
olution, to the memory of Abigail Ad 
ams, who with her son, John Quincy, 
from the spot watched the emoke of 
battle at Bunker Hili. Cairn com- 
posed of many historic stones, the 
corner stone being part of the old 
sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quar 
ties to tide water, Neponset river.

THE USE OF SLANG. 

The baseball reporters have a lin- 
gua franca of their.own, which to them 
appears the limit of wit, humor,. and 
originality. They were much sur- 
prised therefore a few days ago when 
a Chicago paper, having polled its 
readers, announced that they preferred 
baseball news written in plain English. 

The tendency of the educated world 
is toward formality of expression. 
Cultured persons feel safer in the com- 
pany of decorous words of ancient 
pedigree and guaranteed associations. 
The tendency of the every-day. world 
is toward the short cut. 

A great many uneducated people: of- 
ten excel cultured persons in a_ gift 
for using what might be called “pic- 
ture words,” phrases that suggest in 
a graphic manner a picture of things 
seen or heard. These tendencies cre- 
ate a multitude of new expressions, 
often mere linguistic driftwood. But 
some of these have real vitanity. 

The expression “joy-riding” for in- 
Stance. It not. merely conveys the 
idea of exaggerated speed, but it pic- 
tures the exuberance and exhileration 
of the speeder. The expression “make 
zood” will become permanent because 
it is a short cut. Two words do the 
work of a dozen. 

In baseball writing, the expression 
“fanned” is good, because it is a pic- 
ture word, not merely telling a fact, 
but drawing a picture of the inexpert 
futility of the batter. But when the 
reporter calls the ball the .“pill,” he 
neither has invented a short cut, nor

Ghinese Criminals Sought by 
Immigration Oificials 


THEIR “SEGRETS REVEALED 


Show That White Slavery and Opium 
Smuggling Is Carried on In .Many 
Cities by Means of “Underground 
Railway”—White Wife of Murdered 
Restaurant Man Is Griiled 


Chicago, Sept. 9.—Through the

| It is true that rules cannot be made 
to cover every contingency, and much 
must depend upon the inteligence and 
interest displayed by the particular in- 
dividual in applying the rules. 

There is not, nor can there be, any 
other duty so important as the pro- 
tection of a train loaded with human 
beings. 

This piece of road where the acci- 
dent occurred has been operated safe- 
ly for many years under the same con- 
ditions that existed the morning of 
September second. It is true there 
was a fog, but that is a condition to be 
met at certain seasons of the year in 
places along the sea coast and on 
many railroads,.and in such cases 
there should be, of course, unusual 
care and caution exercised. 

It is also true that the signal sys- 
tem now protecting the track where 
the accident happened is being re- 
placed, so that under similar condi- 
tions the engineers of both trains 
would have received a warning signal 
a mile or more in advance had the 
home signal shown danger, but the 
protection of signals, under no circum- 
stances, can relieve the train crews 
from the duty and responsibility of 
prompt and accurate flagging. 

The flag, fuses and torpedo should 
be used as if there were no signal sys- 
tem. Every extraordinary stop may 
be but a short distance from a follow- 
ing train, and the flagman should act 
quickly at all times, as if the danger 
were great and his time limited. 

Wile the question of physical con- 
dition and ability of the men involved 
does not enter into this accident, yet 
as a result of accidents that have oc- 
curred, there are certain rules and 
practices which it is proposed to in- 
troduce into the service solely with 
the idea of increasing safety and op- 
eration for the protection of the pub- 
lic and of the employes. 

These rules refer to examinations 
for vision, color sense, hearing, and, 
under certain conditions, other physi- 
cal tests. The proposed rules are 
similar to those that are being used on 
other standard lines in this eastern 
territory. 

We believe you will agree that this 
is too serious a matter, not only in 
the interest of the public, but of 
yourselves and your families, to be de- 
layed.

According to Mr. Johnson the Tu- 
ibular Rivet Co. who employ a large 
number of young women have always 
made it a rule not to employ any 
girl under 16 years of age so that the 
new law will not apply to their help. 


chat employ any number of minors. 

In some of the stores where young 

‘girls are employed, notably Wool- 
| worths, the hours of labor have been 
|changed so as to comply with the law. 
| This has been accomplished by extend- 
jing the opening hours in the morning 
to 8.30. 
At the Rice and Hutchins factory it 
lhas been decided to discharge all of 
the boys and girls employed who are 
between the ages of 14 and 16 years, 
| 80 that there will be about 200 out of 
|}employment. 

Mr. Johnson says that it will now 
be necessary for every minor between 
the ages of 14 and 21 years to obtain 
a new labor certificate. These cer- 
tificates have not arrived from the 
State office as yet, but when they do 
arrive it means a lot of work. Under 
the new law a boy or girl, between 
these ages who desires to work must 
| first apply to Mr. Johnson for a cer- 


In his younger days he was an|tificate blank. This he or she takes 


j to the principal of the school at which 
| they last attended who must certify 
| to it. 

Then the applicant must take the 
certificate to Dr. C. W. Garey, who 
has been appointed by the Board of 
Health as the medical examiner, for 
j his certificate as to physical ability 
|and qualifications. These two sig- 
inatures having been obtained, Mn 
;Johnson must be sought again who 
'will issue the final certificate. 
| Last year Mr. Johnson issued about 
800 labor certificates. These must 
| all be renewed this year under the new 
law, 

As far as increasing the school at- 
tendance, Mr. Johnson says that there 
has been no evidence in Quiney as 
yet in this regard and he does not 
think that it will affect the school at 
tendance much. Those most af- 
fected ‘will be the minors that 
have been employed at the Rice and 
Hutchins factory in Braintree and 
| these will probably try to find employ- 
ment elsewhere. 

Many families in Quincy, in common 
with other municipalities, have de- 
pended upon the small amounts earn- 
ed by their children to help out, which 
means that these families will find 
it harded to make both ends meet. 
As yet however no onein Quincy has 
felt the effect of the new law, although 
it would not be surprising if during 
the coming winter the Poor depart- 
ment would be called upon to render 
more aid. 

In some cities, notably Fall River 
and New Bedford, where many minors 
are employed in the mills, the effect 
is most apparent, and it is reported 
that in these places many families 
are moving across the line into Rhode 
Island where the law is not as strict.

Davenport concealed them 
(Rev. John Davenport, a Puritan min- 
ister) and preached to his congrega- 
| tion a passage from the Bible, “Hide 
the outcasts; betray not him that wan- 
dereth 

The sermon had the effect intended 
and the officers returned to England 
disappointed at not capturing the 
“regicides.” 

According to tradition, Goffe’ saved 
the town of Hadley, Mass., (where he 
was concealed) in an Indian attack 
during King Philip’s war. The sav- 
ages were on the point of gaining the 
day, when a venerable man, with long 
white beard suddenly appeared, rall- 
ied the inhabitants and drove off the 
then disappeared. 
Some thought they owed their victory 
to an amgel.

Large Fart af Salisbury Beach 
Fractically Wiped Out 


MANY PERSONS ARE HOMELESS 


Hundred and Fifty céttages, Six Ho- 
tels, Church and Amusement Places 
Speedily Fall Prey to Fire Which 
May Have Been OutcOme of Long 
“Cottage War” of Long Duration 


Salisbury Beach, Mass., Sept. 10. 
--A second fire that threatens to de- 
Stroy the entire south end of Salis- 
bury Beach is raging this morning. 
Hight cottages were destroyed within 
a few minutes, and as the apparatus 
from surrounding: towns and cities 
had returned after the contiagration of 
yesterday, there is little hope of sav- 
ing the rest of the cottages. 

Practically the whole central part 
of Salisbury Beach was wfped out in 
a conflagration that destroyed six ho- 
tels, a church and 150 cottages last 
evening. 

‘rhe tire was by far the most disas- 
trous of the many that have visited 
the beach, and the property loss is 
figured at $200,000. Only by the use 
of dynamite to destroy cottages in the 
path of the flames” was .it finally 
brought under control. 

Hundreds are homeless. For hours 
women stood shivering in the biting 
wind that fanned the blaze to fury, 
and watched the tongues of flame lick 
up their homes. The Salisbury ho- 
tel, the only one left standing, has 
been thrown open to the homeless, 
and cottagers whose homes were not 
burned have placed them at the ser- 
vice of the sufferers. 

Policemen have been called in from 
surrounding towns to guard the prop- 
erty of the hundreds who have been 
rendered homeless, but despite their 
efforts considerable property is said 
to have been stolen. 

Many residents of the beach believe 

the fire to have been of incendiary 
origin. They connect it with the agi- 
tation that hasbeen conducted 
throughout the summer against the 
Salisbury Beach associates, the own- 
ers of the beach, and cite many re- 
marks’ that have been made by dis- 
Satisfied cottagers to the effect that 
they “would rather burn their cot- 
tages than let the associates have 
them.” 
_ The blaze started in a- photographic 
studio, and was immediately followed 
by an explosion ofiifiashlight powder. 
The photographer,j Arthur F. Wil- 
liams, suffered burns about’ the hands 
in an attempt to extinguish the flames 
when they started,’ and has not been 
able to tell how he first discovered the 
tre. 

It is believed by many persons that 
someone, cisgruntied at the Beach as- 
sociates’ policies, .atarted the fire in 
the studio, which is near the centre 
of the beach, picking a time when 
everything would favor a disastrous 
conflagration. A high wind fanned 
the flames. 

The Cushing House, the targest 
hotel on the beach, was in flames 
within a few mintites after the studio 
fire started, and Louis Blanchard, 
who was on the third floor of the 
building, jumped ‘to the street. His 
condition is serious. 

All efforts to check the flames, once 
they had gained a foothold in the 
Cushing House, tailed. The blaze 
jumped the street to the south, and 
a moment later the Atlantic House 
was past saving. 

from that time the fire’ gained in 
Giant leaps, spreading north, south 
und west from its place of origin. 

To the west the Essex House, the 
Rollaway dance hall, the postoftice 
building, CGulver’s dance hal!, twelve 
large cottages, the Hotel-Comet, the 
police station and the Cable: garage 
fell successively before the onslaught 
of the flames. To the south, along 
the front of the beach, a large new 
roller coaster near the Atlantic House 
caught from that building and was 
soon consumed. Farther down the 
beach forty-five cottages were de- 
6troyed. 

North of the Cushing House the 
flames had to work against the high 
wind, but they had gained such head- 
way that they crept steadily on. The 
Ocean ‘View House, the Newark 
fiouse, Castle Mona and four ‘large 
coitases were destroyed, and only 
dypamite prevented turther. devasta- 
Gin. 

The hotels were still ‘tairly well 
filled with guests and the cottage col- 
‘oY populous, despite a waning sea- 
ton, but except for thé injury 
lanthard, np person was seriously 
hurt, 

Although the blaze grew suddenly 
into a confidgration, aided by the 
flimsy construction of many of the 
cottages and the brisk impulse of a 
northeast wind, panic was absent. 
Excitement ran high in the hotels, 
particularly in’ the Cushing hotel, 
where the start of the blaze was im- 
mediately followed by an alarming ex- 
plosion of flash powder, but the 
Suests fled in an orderly manner. 
Many lost all’ their personal belong- 
ings.

Many Lives Probably Saved Because Many changes*in’ the Quincy fire 
alarm boxes have been noted in the 


of Train’s Steel Cars 

New Madison, O., Sept. 10.—An 
all-steel train probably saved a score 
of persons from being killed when the 
Pennsylvania fiyer that left New York 
for ut. Louis was ditched by a raised 
rail near Wylie’s Station, four miles 
west of here, and thirty-five persons 
were injured. Three, it is believed, 
Were fatally hurt and eighteen are in 
& hospital. . 

Running at a high rate of speed the 
train struck. a defective rail about 
fifty feet from the approach to a small 
Steel bridge at the edge of Wrylie’s 
Station. : 

The train ran along the cross-ties 
until the locomotive hit one side of the 
bridge, tore it from its foundation and 
feli with it haif a dozen feet to the 
creek bed. 

Six steel coaches were flung to the 
Other side of the track and turned 
over in a corn field; the first near the 
edge of the little stream. 

Injuries to pasengers were caused 
almost exclusively by falling and be- 
ing thrown about in the coaches, 
though some were cut by flying glass. 


SENATE PASSES TARIFF BILL 


LaFollette and Poindexter Cast Their 
Votes With Democrats 

Washington, Sept. 10.—The Demo- 
cratic revision bill passed the senate 
amid a. burst of applause that swept 
down from crowded galleries and 
found its echo on the crowded floor of 
the senate. The vote was 44 to 37. 

Its passage was attended with sur- 
prises in the final moments of the vot- 
ing, when LaFoWette, Republican, 
cast his vote with the Democrats, and 
was joined a few moments later by 
Poindexter, Progressive. 

The Democrats had counted through- 
out the long tariff fight upon losing 
the votes of Ransdell and Thornton, 
Democrats, who voted against the 
bill because it would put sugar on the 
free list. ° 

Until the names of LaFollette and 
Poindexter. were actually called, how- 
ever, no one knew definitely the stand 
they would take, and their yotes were 
greeted with enthusiastic applause.

Washington, Sept. 10.—Comment- 
ing on the success of Peters, the Re- 
publican candidate for the house in 
the ‘Third congressional district of 
Maine, Senator Smoot, Rep., said:

OLD METHODS ARE FAULTY. 


| Taking Temperature of Water Futile 
on Swift Steamers—Dr. Coplans In- 
vents a New Device Which May Pre- 
vent a Second Titanic Disaster—Use 
of Submarine Bells. 


Since the terrible ‘Titanic disaster 
scientists and eugiueers have been de- 
voting much time and attention to de- 
vising means by which ships:may de- 
tect the vichyity of icebergs. The old 
method consisted of lowering a ther- 
mometer into the water when the ice- 
berg zone was being approached, the 


| distance of the icebergs being judged 


according to the temperature of the 
water in the vicinity. 

Since the increase in the speed of 
big liners, however, this method has

One Curious Phenomenon. 

Another invention of which ‘high 
hopes are entertained is what is known 
as the microthermonieter, an instru- 
ment enabling very much Closer read- 
Ings of the temperature of the water 
to be obtained than is possible with an 
ordinary thermometer. It is also self 
recording. 

It is a curious fact, by the way, in 
regard to this instrument that when 
an iceberg is being approached the in- 
strument actually records a rise in 


temperature, this; however, being fol- Kee 


lowed by’ a rapid fall. ‘The explana- 
tion is that the water from a melting 
iceberg. leaving the berg at its coldest, 
gradually travels outward and be- 
comes warmed by the absorption of 
heat from the sun. 

Submarine sigaling, too, for the pre- 
vention of disasters in foggy weather 
is also being closely studied by ex- 
perts, for it is recognized that there 
is much room for improvement in the 
signaling apparatus used at the pres- 
ent time on board ship. Foghorns, 
sirens and other apparatus used for 
sending sound through the air to or 
from ships at sen are regarded as very 
unsatisfactory, and it is estimated that 


| in ten years no fewer than 1,000 ves- 


sels were wrecked, resulting in the 
loss of 500 human lives, owing solely 
to aberrations of sound or to echoes. 
Submarine Bells Heard Far. 

The modern system of submarine 
| signaling eonsists 6f bells sunk in at 
least twenty feet of water, operated 
by electricity or pneumatic ‘or ‘hy- 
draulic pressure. It is said that a sub- 
marine bell can be heard at a greater 
distance than any foghorn, siren or 
any other generatly used air signal or 
device, and it is recorded that one of 
these bells was heard at a distance of 
from ten to fifteen miles. 

The recelying apparatus is very sim- 
ple, consisting of two cast iron tanks, 
which are placed below the water line 
on either side of the ship’s bows and 
in contact with the shell of the ship. 
In each tank Is the microphone, which 
is connected by an electric telephone 
system with the bridge. There th>2 
navigating officer has suitable receiv- 
ers nnd switches which enable him to 


| listen on either ‘side of the ‘ship. If 


he alters the edurse of the sbip on 
hearing ‘the bell so that the intensity 
of the sound is equal on both sides of 
the ship then the bell lies straight in 
front, and ‘according to the intensity 


| of the various sounds he is able to 


avoid danger.

PEARY RECORD RETURNED 


Deposited by Explorer In Greenland 
Cairn Twenty Years Ago 

New York, Sept. 11.—The govern- 
ment of Denmark sent to Admiral 
Peary the record he deposited in a 
cairn at Navy Cliff, on the northeast 
coast of Greenland, in July, 1892. 

Twenty years later, in July, 1912, 
the record was recovered by the Dan- 
ish explorer, Knud Rasmussen, who 
delivered it to his government for of- 
ficial transmission. 

The first crossing of Greenland from 
west to east was made by Peary in 
1892. He and his only companion, 
Riyind Astrup, completed a cairn on 
Navy Cliff, and placed in it a record, 
leaving a request, printed on its 
back in various languages, that its 
finder note the time and place of find- 
ing and forward it to an indicated 
destination. 

Rasmussen found the cairn in 1912; 
took Peary’s record from it, noted 
that it was taken July 22, 1912, and 
delivered it to his government,

Sulzer Cannot Exepeise Guber- 
natorial Functions 


DECISION OF SUPREME JUSTICE 


Sends Banker Robin, “Pardoned” 
Felon, Back to Prison—Assembly 
Declared to Have Right to Divest 
Executive of His Power—Protection 
of Popular Rights 


Kingston, N. ¥., Sept. 12.—Su- 
preme Court Justice Hasbrouck de- 
cided that Governor Sulzer was regu- 
larly impeached and while awaiting 
impéachment trial was diyested of the 
right to exercise his executive func- 
tions, including the power to pardon. 

The question of the legality of Sul- 
zer’s imipeachment came before Has- 
brouck. in connection witb habeas | 
corpus proceedings brought to compel 
the New York city authorities to honor 
Sulzer’s pardon of Joseph G. Robin, | 
the banker convict. He decided that 
Robin's pardon was invalid, quashed | 
the writ anil sent Robin back to prison 
at Blackwell's island. 

Attorneys representing Sulzer and} 
Robin had argued that ‘the impeach- | 
ment was illegal, because voted by 
the assembly at a _ special session | 


| which was not called expressly to de- | 


'cide that question. The court re- 
| fused to sustain this contention. The

Hasbrouck’s decision was the firs: | 
ruling made by any court on ‘the le- | 
voted Aug. 143.

Fatiey, King of Strike-Breakers, Dies 
of Tuberculosis 

Piattsburg, N. Y., Sept. 12.— 
James Farley, know’ the country over 
&s the “King of Strike-Breakers,” died 
in his home here of tuberculosis. The 
announcement gives his age as 40. 

Farley started work at 15 as at- 
tendant in a Pittsburg billiard room. 
He worked as bartender, night clerk, 
day clerk, and at 18 was made manag- 
er of the hotel. He eventually be- 
came a strike-breaker for the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit company. At 24 
he received a salary of $35,000 from 
the transit company, but left it in 
1899, becoming a professional strike- 
breaker. He was shot at many times 
and carried two bullets in his body for 
years. in al! big railroad strikes he 
always took out the first car himself. 

In 1905 he took charge of breaking a 
strike in New York, for which he re- 
ceived a retainer of $1000 a day. He 
was strike-breaker-general for ten 
years and amassed a fortune of $1,- 
000,000. At times he had on his pay- 
roll trom 30,000 to 40,000 men scat- 
tered all over the country. 

Farley retired from the — strike- 
breaking business in 1908, bought a 
farm in the Adirondacks and_ bred 
racing horses. 

Since he Was stricken with tu-| 
berculosis he has feared an attempt 
on his life and had an armed guard 
of ten men.

CAR SICKNESS. 

Car sickness is a very disagreeable | 
affection, sometimes akin to seasick- | 
ness, and yet differing from it in sev- 
eral particulars. 

, In seasickness it is rare to find the} 
very old or young affected. If child- 
ren are seasick they are very quickly | 
over it, and running about at play as 
usual, but baby will sometimes suffer | 
from car sickness in its baby carriage, | 
and the very old are not immune. | 

The symptoms of the two disorders 
are very much alike, says the Youth’s! 
Companion. They consist of pallor, 
quick pulse, clammy skin, giddiness, | 
nausea and vomiting. 

Women are more subject to car sick- | 
ness than men, and this is equally true 
of seasickness, and one strange feature 
of car sickness that has been noted by 
physicians is that it is frequently} 
handed down through the women of a 
family from generation to generation. | 

If an individual is immune all} 
through childhood and early life, but | 
develops car sickness as an adult, the} 
fault will probably be found to rest | 
with the eyes, and to avoid it travel 
with the eyes closed, or better still, to 
start with properly fitted glasses. 

It is easy to understand why this 
should be so. When the eyes need 
glasses the whole nervous equilibrium 
of the body suffers, even under the} 
best conditions, and when to this} 
struggle is added the vibration of the 
ears and the temptation to watch pass-| 
ing scenery through the windows, the 
struggle turns into active revolt of the! 
whole system against imposition. 

The proof that car sickness and sea- 
sickness are not quite the same thing 
is found in the fact that a person may 
be a good sailor and yet suffer dread- 
fully with car sickness and vice versa, 
while its occurrence in babies would 
zo to show that the sense impressions 
—that is to say, the impressions 
gained by the ear, the eye or the nose 
—are not at the root of this disorder, 
because in very tiny babies the sense 
impressions are undeveloped, or, at 
the best, very feebly developed. 

As a further proof of this, car sick- 
ness often comes on during sleep, and 
when this occurs the eyes, of course, 
are not the cause in that particular 
case. 

The symptoms of car sickness may 
be of a most appalling Violence, the 
state of collapse being so extreme that 
death is often feared. It is comfort- 
ing to know that this fear is unfound- 
ed and that, although people may be 
dreadfully ill, they rarely, if ever suc- 
comb.

BOSTON SEWAGE NUISANGE 


’{(Continued from Page One ) 


already appointed committees to se- 
cure an abatement of the nuisance in 
Quincey bay. 

John R. Nelson, chairman of the 
committee, reported that he found pub- 
lic sentiment very strong in favor of 
securing an immediate abatement of 
this nuisance. It now seems probab- 
ly that if the City of Boston and the 
Metropolitan Sewer commission do 
not take prompt action that the mat- 
ter will be taken up in the next Legis- 
lature. 

Mr. Nelson in his report to the as- 
sociation said:— *““At a recent 
meeting of the committee we had the 
pleasure of having with us John Q. A. 
Field, a former city official, ex-Coun- 
ty Commisioner and president of Quin- 
cy Savings bank. He is very strong- 
ly in favor of the plan of securing 
immediate relief from the sewage 
nuisance. He was a ‘member of the 
Quincy board of selectmen when the 
Moon Island sewage plant was instal- 
led. The City of Boston proceeded 
without any consent from Quincy by 
buying up the land necessary to put 
in the sewerage plant. Mr. Field 
said he believed that there was no 
question that this sewer was now a 
nuisance and that the City of Boston 
should be compelled to abate it. 

“Our committee called upon Mr. 
Dorr, head of the Boston sewer de- 
partment and he explained that tests 
were now being made of treating 
sewerage chemically and that ina 


small way this had proven a success. ! 


Mr. Dorr said that if Boston made a 
larger appropriation for this purpose 
that the matter would be taken up of 
experimenting with 1,000,000 gallons 
of sewerage a day. The matter of 
ever taking care of all the sewerage 
was one that it would take at least 
five or six years to put through if the 
experiments proved a success. 

A plan was presented showing that 
the Metropolitan sewer which has a 
continuous flow emptied into the bay 
about three-quarters of a mile from 
Houghs Neck and that on the in- 
coming tide it was possible for this 
sewerage to back up into the Adams 
Shore: and Norfolk Downs shores 
where complaints had been made of 
the presence of sewage. The plans 
also showed the Moon Island plant 
where -the sewage is stored in tanks 
until one hour after high tide when 
the tanks aré emptied on the outgo- 
ing tide. 
of the sewage comes ‘back with the in- 
coming tide but the plant is considered 
a nuisance that should be abated by 
having the sewage emptied at least 
five miles at sea.

Four species of simians will be taken 
to the Canary islands, the gorilla, chim- 
panzee, orang outang and gibbon, as 
these have proved to have more hu- 
man traits than other anthropoids.

W. N. Kenyon and William A. Reed 
defended the position of the executive 
committee. They said they believed 
that Squantum residents could best 
conduct their own affairs and that if 
there was a large outside membership 
with voting powers that this member- 
ship might be united on some import- 
ant movement and that the voice of 
the majority of members of the asso- 
ciation who were Squantum residents 
might be overthrown. 

The matter was put to a vote; a 
two-thirds vote being necessary to 
pass the by-law. The vote resulted 
34 yeas and 11 nays and the change of 
by-laws was adopted. 

There was but slight opposition to 
any other changes and the entire list 
of amendments as recommended by 
the executive committee were adopt- 
ed. 

W. N. Kenyon, chairman of the 
mosquito committee reported that one 
of the contractors who had figured on 
the drainage of the marsh lands on 
the east side of the Squantum cause- 
way had submitted estimates. This 
firm agreed to ditch the land so that 
there would be no pools left for the 
breeding ofemosquitoes, for $12.50 per 
acre. Mr. Kenyon estimated that 
there were 65 acres in this tract and 
that the entire cost of ditching this 
land would be about $800. ‘He said 
that he believed that the Quincy 
Board of Health could compel the 
owners of this land to do the work 
without a dollar expense to the city 
or the taxpayers. He said he hoped to 
take the matter up with Dr. Jones of 
the Quincy Board of Health. 

C. BE, Carlson, chairman of the 
street railway committee, reported 
that in a further survey of the curve 
at the corner of Hancock street and 
Sagamore street, Atlantic, it was 
found that the curve would need more 
than a 40-foot radius, and that some 
private land would have to be  pur- 
chased to make this curve. He said he 
was soon to have another conference 
with Mr. Gammon regarding the tak- 
ing up of this work.

These blossoms ure described as 
sweet and sickly in odor and taste 
They are sometimes dried In the sun, 
when they are kept and sold in ba- 
zaars as a regulur article of diet. 

The trees are so highly esteemed that 
the threat of cutting down their bassia 
trees will generally bring an unruly 
tribe to terms. This is perhaps not to 
be wondered at when it is considered 
that a single tree will yield from 200 
to 400 pounds of flowers. The Parsees 
cook the flowers and alsd make sweet- 
meats of them. 

“Nobody would be inclined to deny 
that smoked fish and smoked meat are 
agreeable varieties in our bili of fare, 
but few, perhaps, would feel ready to 
plead gullty to a taste for smoked flow- 
ers. And yet, when we give to the 
clove its well earned place among fla- 
vorings we are making use of a 
smoked flower bud. The buds grow on 
a small evergreen and are plucked 
from the ends of the branches before 
they expand. Then they are dried in 
the sun and smoked over a wood fire

Senators Cummins and Jones were 
to have a conference with National 
Chairman Hilles of the committee for 
the purpose of urging him at once to 
take steps to call the committee to- 
gether and consider the calling of a 
national convention. Owing to the 
illness of Jones, this conference has 
been temporarily. given up. 

Instead, Cummins and Jones will 
address a letter to Hilles, setting 
forth the reasons why they and vari- 
ous progressive Republicans are anx- 
ious to have the committee and a con- 
vention called this fall. Cummins 
left here by way of White Sulphur 
Springs for Iowa today. He will re- 
turn soon after Oct. 1 and then will 
see Hilles in New York or here. 
Hilles, however, is expected to visit 
Washington soon and then wil! doubt- 
less talk with Republican leaders 
about the situation. ; 

Cummins expressed the belief that 
the national convention would meet 
and a convention call result from it. 
He said if it did npt, so far as he was 
personally concerned, he would do 
everything in his power to have a 
great national meeting of Republi- 
cans unofficially brought together in 
order to force such reforms within the 
party as the progressive Republicans 
insist on. 

“To me,” said Cummins, “it seems 
inevitable that reforms of the progres- 
sive Republicans must be made in or- 
der that the party may get In shape 
for the campaigns of 1914 and 1916.

Braintree Man Writes 
of Mountain Climb 


_—. 


Mr. Warren Isa 
Missionary 


Charles M. Warren of Braintree, 
who is a missionary in Japan, writes 
to the Braintree Observer the follow- 
ing interesting letter: 

Gotemba, Japan, August 20, 1913. 

Editor Observer: 

I had been expecting to go on a 
trip with Mr. Wheeler, but he wrote 
the last minute that he could not go; 
so I was very glad to have the com- 
pany of Rev. C. S. Davison, a Metho- 
list missionary who is of my own year 
at college (Dickinson) but who is 
years beyond me in the language, for 
he was born in Japan and lived here 
till he was 14. We left last Thurs- 
day morning by horse car, which took 
us in about five hours to Yoshida 
where also one can climb the moun- 
tain. Having eaten our lunch in the 
horse-car we started at once to walk 
the fifteen miles to Lake Shoji. The 
way lies over the lower slopes of Fuji 
and in large part ¢ver the ‘lava flows 
of millennia gone by. It is an ex- 
ceptionally dry year and the farmers 
are suffering for lack of water for the 
rice fields. The dry powder of dust 
through which we plowed for the first 
half of our walk was anything but 
pleasing, the way being entirely 
waterless; the sun came down pitiless- 
ly, and we got a ‘bad case of thirst 
before we reached the hamlet of Nar- 
usawa where we got some hot water 
and made us a good cup of Lipton’s. 
The last half of the way lies over 
lava piles, so old that a road has been 
trodden and a forest sprung up. This 
was delightiul compared with our pre- 
vious experiences of the day; but even 
here we were disappointed on making 
the descent to an ice cave to find that 
this cave has a house for the storage of 
silk-worm eggs (natural cold storage 
of eggs!) and the care-taker being 
away we could not get our drink of 
ice-water. It was just about six when 
Wwe came out of the woods at the side 
of Lake Shoji; and the water was so 
inviting that we had a good swim, 
getting our clothes on just in time to 
be rowed across the lake by some men 
and women who came up just then 
with loads to be ferried across the 
lake to the village of Shoji which is 
on the opposite side of the lake; fifty 
sen saved us along walk around 
the lake. This was far too much to 
pay but there being a foreign hotel 
on this little lake, the villagers knew 
that there is no foreigner who has 
not loads of money. This boatmen 
hurried away to tell the hotel man that 
we were easy marks, but a talk with 
him soon brought him to reasonable 
terms. It was a pretty good hotel 
for such a wild and woolly place, 3000 
feet above sea-level. And the fleas! 
My experience seems to show that the 
farther from civilization I go the more 
numerous are the fleas likely to be. 
But we cheated them by getting up 
for a 5.25 start. We walked up a 
hill about a thousand feet high and 
were so close to the lake (so steep is 
the hill) that we could almost jump 
into the lake. But we didn’t try! We 
enjoyed the beautiful views of the lake 
and the Fuji in the newly risen sun 
light. It seemed to me I had never 
seen anything so beautiful; but a five 
minutes’ walk brought us to a view 
of Lake Mottsu and then I knew that 
there isn’t anything in the world more 
beautiful than these views we had 
just been getting. Our walk took us 
along the crest of the ridge (from 
which one could roll into the lake,) 
or about one third of its circuit. Then 
we left the Fuji Lakes Region and 
dropped down a thousand or two feet 
to the valley which if followed would 
have led us to the Fuji River. Now, 
we wanted to go to the Fuji River, but 
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we preferred the ridge route to the 
valley one; so after getting some hot 
water for some more Lipton’s best we 
went up on the ridge which we had to 
follow for about seven miles more. It 
was a bright and hot day, but we were 
some distance above sea-level, and the 
air was refreshing and there was some 
breeze, so we did not suffer from the 
heat at all. 

The Fuji River is a stream that flows 
through the mountains to the west of 
Fuji; ordinarily it is not more than 40 
or 50 feet wide and only pretty swift. 
But the river bed, to provide against 
the frequent emergencies of a swollen 
stream, is a broad stretch of stones 


and boulders a quarter of a 
mile wide. When swollen it 
becomes too swift for safety, 


and the police watch it; when it reach- 
es the danger point they forbid boats 
to go. Such are some of the good 
points of a police ridden system. This 
being a time of drought, the stream is 
so small that we went only six or sey- 
en miles an hour for the forty-five 
miles. After the first seven miles I 
left the boat and Mr. Davison, (the 
latter much to my regret for he 
proved very companionable) and 
walked inland to Minobu; at this little! 
mountain village is the celebrated 
temple of Kuonji the headquarters of 
the Nichiren Sect of Buddhists. The 
man Nichiren, whom his followers and 
indeed himself claim to have been the 

incarnation of one of the mythical | 
Bodhisattvas (Jogye Bosatsu,) was 
born in 122 and resembles 

Luther in some ways in 

his reforming character. His sect is 
the only one of Buddhism that claims 
to be the only sect; in other words it 
is the only intolerant sect of Buddhism 
in Japan. I was very much interest- 
ed in the temple, but I will not de- 
scribe it or the sect further for I know 
it must be very dry for those who have 
not read up on it. I had a very 
pleasant “stop” (one night’s lodgeing, 
with supper and breakfast) at the 
Minobu hotel, and came on by boat as 

before down the river. The scenery 

is splendid, as the river winds through 

the mountains all the way. This cae| 
bined with the beautiful Fuji Lake Re- 

gion scenery makes this little trip of

His career as mayor is known to the 
whole country. He made no promises 
He se 
lected. men to head all the twenty 
elght departments of the city to suit 
himself. The knowledge and insight 
which he manifested in the workings 
of the city government were an object 
lesson to every one. Nothing escaped 
his attention, and he knew the way to 
do everything. He cut off millfons of 
expenses. He abolished boards and 
bureaus that every mayor before him 
had supposed to be legal fixtures. The 
story has been so often written and 
told that it need not be repeated. He 
made the government of the city an 
ebjeet lesson and pattern for the whole 
country. He drew the eyes of Europe 
even upon the city. 

he departments have been raised 
to the highest efficiency. The mayor 
eaused all appointments and promo- 
tions to be made in numerical order 
from a competitive list. No money or 
influence was permitted to interfere 
with this. No one was able to make 
any charges of fraud, ring rule or po 
litical favoritism in the government of 
the city. Under this man they simply 
vanished. Of course a man like this 
had enemies, who growled and abused

Gaynor as Philosopher. 

The philosophical turn of the se a) 
or’s mind endeared him to the com- 
munity. He displayed it throughout 
his whole career, but it became more 
apparent in his wider field as mayor. 
He was called upon to make address- 
es all the time and had made more 
than any “mayor. if not more than 
all the mayors. who preceded him. 
And he always had something thought- 
ful and often witty to say. The same 
is true of the many letters he wrote. 
He seemed to have no desire to conceal 
his thoughts or opinions, as is the case| 
with many politicians..

Perhaps this letter also displays the 
inayor’s own profound belief in God, 
which seems to be his whole creed. 
His use of pure Anglo-Saxon in his 
oral and written speech is remarkable. 

Attempt to Kill Him, 

In August, 1910, a discharged city 
employee tried to assassinate Mayor 
Gaynor. He came up behind the may- 
or on the deck of an ocean steam-| 
er, where the mayor stood talking with 
friends who had come aboard to see 
him off to Eprope, and, placing a pis- 
tol close to the back of the mayor's 
head, fired, The bullet entered back 
of the right ear and, changing its 
course two or three times, passed 
through his throat. It was never ex- 
tracted. At first it was thought that 
the mayor's voice was permanently 
gone. But it came back by degrees, 
and during the past two years he made 
many public speeches. 

This assault on the mayor revealed a 
new pluse in Lis character, a most un- 
usual physical as well as mental cour- 
age. The concussion rendered him un- 
conscious momentarity,, but he strug- 
gled to his feet and kept perfectly cool. 
He did not manifest the slightest fear 
of death, although he and every one 
thought he was dying.’ He never 
spoke of the metter. 

In the fall of 1910 the Democratic 
party called on Mayor Gaynor to run 
for governor. He carefully considered 
everything and then sent a letter to 
the waiting convention saying thet as| 
a matter of duty to the people of New 
York city he could not resign as 
mayor to accept another office. He 
had since often said the office of mayor 
was larger than that of governor and 
second only to the presidency. Con- 
sidering the immense powers vested in 
the mayor of New York, this is true. 

The mayor had all along taken a 
deep interest Jn nations! polities, and 
nothing in that fleld escyned him. His} 
epeech on the tariff when Cleveland | 
first ran for president gus widely cir- 
culated. It was one of the best. He 
was a close student of natione! ques-

HO is this Huerta? What sort 
of man can this be‘te pause 
amid the distractions of his 

_ own country and send a de- 
fiance to the expressed good wishes 
and fritent of the Uniied States? 

This'is'ithe question that has been 
asked’ ‘throughout the country ever 
since news came that Huerta had is- 
sued .an ultimutum demanding recog- 
nition of his administration. 

Victoriano Huerta is a man of parts, | 
of education, of bigh military training 
and achievements, and this but adds | 
interest to his position in relation to 
the United States. 

Born in 1857, he is now, at the age 
of fifty-six, in the full zenith of his ca- 
reer, with natural ability strengthened 
by experience of men and affairs, able 
as at no previous time to cope with 
delicate and dungerous crises. 

Huerta inherited not only a strong. 
supple body, but intellectual capacity 
expressed by an active brain, quick in 
perception, decisive in action. 

He spent four yeurs at the military 
school in Chapultepee. After being 
graduated he at once joined the regi 
ment to which he was assigned—a coast 
regiment. Huerta left Chapultepec 
and joined his regiment in 1879. Little 
{is known of his doings for the next 
decade. 

But in 1892, at the age of thirty-five. 
he emerges once more, this time into 
the full light of day, a man who had 
served twelve long years of active rou- 
tine army life, and now. with the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, in command of a 
military station. 

He had many adventures with brig 
ands, it is said, and one of them hap 
pened to be a turning point in his ca

James H. Howes having died with- 
out issue, in 1910 James H. Sted- 
man, a wealthy manufacturer of 
South Braintree, Mass., bought the 
150-acre farm settled by his great- 
great-grandfather in 1788, Mr. Sted- 
man’s maternal grandmother having 
been a daughter of Stephen Howes 
and the wife of the late Augustus 
Holt, whose daughter Kittie was Mr. 
Stedman's mother. In 1910 Mr. 
Stedman built an elaborate stone 
and cement bungalow on the place, 
Which he and his estimable wife oc- 
cupy during the summer months 
and have correctly named “Highland 
Light.” :

Recover From Disease,

RELEASED ON PROBATION. 


Surgeon Victor G. Heiser, Director of 
Health In the Islands, Makes Official 
Report of Cases—Other Patients Re- 
sponding to Treatment—Chaulmugra 
Oil and Vaccine Used. 


An apparent cure for leprosy bas 
been found by’ surgeons of the public 
health service at the leper colony in 
the Philippines—in fact, so much of a 
cure that two patients who showed 
distinct signs of léprosy when they 
were admitted to the institution have 
been, discharged us cured. However, 
there seems to be uncertainty as to 
just which of two treatments effected 
the cure—a vaccine treatinent or chaul- 
mugra oil taken by mouth and hypo- 
dermically. The patients who were 
discharged were given both treat- 
ments, but there are said now to be 
in the hospital a number of other 
eases which have shown “negative” 
for the past twenty-two months, and 
these received only the chaulmugra oil 
treatment. 

Surgeon Heiser’s Report, 

Surgeon Victor G. Helser of the pub- 
lie health service, chief quarautine of- 
ficer and director of healtn of the 
Philippine Islands, in reporting on the 
two cases discharged, says: 

“Two patients who had been confin- 
ed to the San Lazuro Leper bospital 
on account of leprosy have been pro- 


| nounced apparently cured and dis- 


charged from that institution on pro- 
bation. 

“The first case was that of a male 
Filipino aged twenty-seven, who was 
admitted to the San Lazaro Leper hos- 
pital, Manila, May 29, 1909. On ad- 
mission the case clinically showed 
thickened reddish spots on the nose 
and thickening and discoloration of 
the lobe of the right ear. Scrapings 
made from the lesions showed lepra 
bacilli. He received vaccine treat- 
ment at intervals, beginning in Au- 
gust, 1909, but at the expiration of 
one year no change was noted in his 
condition. From September, 1910, to 
November, 1910, crude chaulmugra oil 
was given by mouth in increasing 
doses. On account of nausea the ad- 
ministration of the oil by mouth had 
to be discontinued. 


Improvement Shown. 

“The case showed evidences of im- 
provement. Nov. 10, 1910, chaulmugrn 
oil, combined with of] of camphor ‘and 
resorcin, was given hypodermically. 
By May 6. 1911. the lesions above de- 
scribed had disappeared, and leprosy 
bacilli were not found in repeated mic- 
roscopical examinations. The hypo- 
dermic treatment was continued and 
microscopical examinations were made 
at frequent intervals, but these were 
always negative. June 11, 1913, a 
most careful clinical and microscopical 
examination was made of the patient, 
Which resulted negatively for leprosy. 
and us the patient had now been ap- 
parently cured for a period of over twa 
years he was discharged on probation, 

“The other case was that of a Fill- 
pino woman. aged twenty-two, who 
was admitted to San Lazaro Leper 
hospital, Jan. 7, 1910. Clinically this 
patient presented a suffused counte- 
nance, due to generalized infiltration. 
There were red macules over the 
cheeks, forehead and chin. Scrapings 
made from the lesions and examined 
microscopically were positive for lep- 
rosy bacilli. 

“Upon admision this patient was 
placed upon a vaccine treatment for a 
period of five months, but at the end 
of the first month after her admission 
crude chaulmugra oil by mouth was 
given in addition to the vaccine, 

Patient Discharged, 

“After the second month the patient 
began to improve rapidly, and on May 
6, 1911, leprosy bacilli could not be 
found on microscopical examination. 
During May. 1911, on account of the 
nausea caused by the oil its use by 
mouth had to be discontinued. Hypo- 
dermic injections of ebaulmugra oi! 
combined with camphor and resorcip 
were then begun. This treatment was 
continued, and frequent microscopical 
examinations were made from time to 
time, all of which resulted negatively. 
The last examination, both clinical 
and microscopical, was made on June 
11, 1913, when no further evidences ef 
leprosy could be found. The patient 
was therefore discharged from the 
hospital on probation. 

“It is not known whether the vae- 
cine treatment had any Influence in 
the cures. Thera are -at the present 
time a number of other ‘cases at the 
San Lazaro Leper hospital that bave 
been negative for a period of twenty- 
two months which spon’ admission 
presented more marked evidences of 
leprosy than the cases mentioned 
above, yet they received only chaul- 
mhugra oil either by mouth or hy poder- 
tically or in both ways.”

FIND SKELETON 
OF A MASTODON 


Said to Be daly One Ever Dug 
Up In New England, 


WORKMEN DISCOVERED IT. 


Remains of Prehistoric Animal Twice 
as Large as Elephant Unearthed on 
Connecticut Farm—Examined by 
Professor S<@ubert of Yalo Univer- 
sity and Other Experts. te 


What Is believed to be the only 
skeleton of a mastodon ever unearthed 
In the New England or the eastern 
states, according to Sehu- 
bert of Yale university, who is in 
charge of the Peabody institute in New 
Haven, has been found jn Farmington, 
Conn., on the farm of the late Alfred 
A. Pope. It is also thought the skele- 
ton will prove to be one of the finest 
specimens yet discovered anywhere In 
the country. 

Workmen digging a trench on the 
Pope farm a fortnight ago struck a 
hard substance, which they believed 
to be the root of a tree, about four feet 
below the surface of the ground. They 
dug it up, and when it had been com- 
pletely cleared a son of Mr. Brooks, 
superintendent of the farmand nephew 
of the late Mr. Pope, declared it to be 
a bone of some prehistoric animal. He 
promptly notified his father, and the 
latter viewed the supposed root. 


Yale Authorities Notified. 

Convinced that a bone of a prehis- 
toric animal had been unearthed, Mr. 
Brooks communicated with the au- 
| thorities of Yale, and Professor Schu- 
bert hurried to the place to view the 
| find. He declared at once that the 
| bone was that of a mastodon and sum- 
; Moned expert workmen from Peabody 
| institute. The latter carefully scooped | 
|away the ground around where the 
first bone had been found and soon 
unearthed what proved to be a sboul- 
der blade of the ancient animal. 

After working several days the men 
| succeeded in uncovering the skull and 
| pelvis, a femur and a tibia and part of 
| the tail as well as the fore feet of the 
| animal, in addition to several ribs and 
| the vertebrae. Search was then made 
| for the tusks of the animal when resi- 
| dents of Farmington noting the. un- 
| usual activity of the persons on the 
| Pope farm, made public the news that | 
the mastodon hed been found.

| six feet ten inches across from the 
right to the left side, and it is figured

INCREASE IN PRODUCTION. 


Natural Gas From Texas Wells In 1912 
Valued at $1,405,077. 

The quantity of natural gas produc- 

ed from wells in Texas in 1912 was 


| 7,470,373,000 cubic feet, valued at $1,- 


| 
jnot as yet decided what dispositi 


405,077, according to B. Hill of the 
United States geological survey. This 
is an increase over the production of 
1911 of 1,966,980,000 cubic feet in vol- 
ume and of $390,132 in value. The 
greater portion of this gas was sup- 
plied for domestic purposes, the value 
of which aggregated $906,412, or near- 
ly double the value of the gas con- 
sumed in manufacturing and in gen- 
erating power, which was $498,665 in 
1912. Some gas is used in Texas for 
brick manufacture. For the genera- 
tion of power it is utilized in operat- 
ing gas engines and boilers at water- 
works. ice plants, cotton gins and 
largely in field work. 

The total number of gas wells in 
Texas at the close of 1912 was eighty- 
seven, of which twenty-four were 
drilled in 1912. The number of. dry 
holes drilled was twenty-three and the 
number of gas wells abandoned six. 


Destroyer Makes Thirty-seven Knots. 

The Russian torpedo boat destroyer 
Novik established a record when she 
attained a maximum speed of 8723 
knots on her trials at Swinemuende, 
Germany, recently.

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PALPITATION OF THE HEART.

It bas been said that the heart runs in 
a pair of tightly held reins, and the 
simile is true, for these nerves check 
the speed. 

Fear, worry, disorder of the stomach 
or nervous system causes these cardio 
inhibitory nerves to relax; then the 
heirt begins to race. ‘There is noth 
ing the matter with the heart itself. 
and no one need be alarmed about that 
organ just because it beats too rapidly. 
Its palpitation is: due to a psycholog- 
ieal or a physical cause, something 
that bas caused the relaxation of the 
reins and allowed the cardio motor 
nerves to apply the spur.—New York

The new fall blouses und gowns are | 
profusely decorated with beads. Now | 
is the time for the deft fingered girl | 
to enhance her’ costumes with bead 
; decoration. As most bendwork is done 
by hand, it would ‘be expensive to buy 
bead trimmed clothes, as handwork is 
always costly. 

Beaded motifs and ornaments, bead 
fringes and bead tassels will all be 
prominent, with the colors ranging 
from the subdued tones to the bright- 
est known shades and combinations. 
Orange, yellow, bright green, purple, 
blue and red are used in combination 
on a background of biack, navy or 
white net. Light colors will also be used 
for evening gowns, such as white, pale 
blue, pink, lavender, ete., with gold | 
and silver bugles, seed beads and satin

White china and satin berds are 
ased on black net and chiffon with 
white or black embroidery and price 
yersa.

Mr. Dickson so asserted in an address }

Foremost of these questions, Mr. 
| Dickson believes, will be that of grow- 
ing wheat enonga for the world’s 
| bread. A host of problems of the fu- 
ture are marshaled behind this, among 
| them being the questions of obtain- 
‘ing power and energy sufficient to 
‘operate the needed increase in fae- 
‘tories. the fuel question and the dis- 
tribution of population. Within a cen- 
| tury, he estimates, the resources of the 
; World will be taxed to their full ca- 
| pacity. 

Mr. Dickson is professor of geo- 
;grephy at University college, Edin- 
burgh; president of the Royal Meteoro- 
j logical society and a recognized au- 
'thority and writer on meteorological 
and geographical topics. 

Problem of Accommodation.

i Takes Up Coal Supply. 

As to the world’s coal supply, Mr. 
Dickson said that the largest fields 
| would last barely three centuries even 
at the present rate of consumption. 
Of other fields, yet undiscovered, he 
; could, of course, make no reckoning. 

“There must begin in the near fu- 
less " Mr. Dickson continued, “a great 
jequalization in the distribution of | 
our population. This equalization will 
arise from a number of causes, among 
them being intensive cultivation of the 
soil and more uniform distribution of 
manufactures. 
| “What is wanted,” he concluded, “is 
that we should seriously “address our- 
| selves to a stock taking of our re- 
sources. We should vigorously pro- 
ceed with the collection and discussion 
of geographical data of. all kinds so 
that the major natural distributions 
shall be adequately known, Eventually 
we shall find that country plinning 
will become as fmportant as town plan- 
ning. In the meantime geographical 
knowledge will yield scientific resvits 
ef much significance about such wuat- 
ters as distribution of population and 
Industries and the degree of acjust- 
ment to new conditions which occurs 
or is possible in different regions and 
apong different peoples.”

Some idea of the number of passen- 
gers handled each day by three great- 
est railroad terminals in the United 
States may be had from the compari- 
sons of the number of passengers 
handled by the South Station and 
North Station Boston and the Grand 
Central Station in New York. Both of 
the Boston stations, according to 
figures submitted handle more passen- 
gers than the Grand Central of New 
York. 

According to the reports the aver- 
age number of passengers handled 
each day by the North Station is 
80,852, South Station, 77,664 and 
Grand Central Station, 61,379. 

Figures prepared show the number 
of incoming and outgoing passengers 
for the year ending June 30, 1913 and 
the three great railroad terminals to 
have been as follows: 
North Station, 

South Station, 28,347,299 
Grand Central, New York, 22,403,295 

When it comes to the number of 
trains handled each day it is found 
that at the South Station the number 
of trains is 843 per day, North Station, 
573, Grand Central Station 450. 

When considering the above facts it 
must be born in mind that the Grand 
Central Station, New York is not fin- 
ished as yet, and that it will be the 
largest railroad terminal in the world. 
There are 21 tracks yet to be laid in 
the terminal and when completed it 
will be able to handle 70,000 passen- — 
gers a day, whilte it now handles but 
62,000 a day.

WILL DECIDE 
AGAINST THAW 


Felker Expected to "Grant Re- 


quest For Extradition 
WON'T HESITATE VERY LONG 
Case Will Then’Be Fought, Out In 
United States Court, the Matteawan 
Fugitive Meanwhile Being Safe Any- 


where For Long Time—Counse! 
Grossman Is Dismissed 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 20.—Gov- 
ernor Felker will probably grant the 
request of the state of New York for 
the extradition of Harry K. Thaw. 
He has had the state law department 
busily engaged in examining the legal 
aspect of the case in anticipation of 
the hearing Tuesday, and it was stat- 
ed here that the results of. this in- 
vestigation point to favorable action 
upen. the New York request. 

From his researches the governor is 
convinced that it is his duty to grant 
New ¥ork’s request for extradition. 

When extradition is granted the case 
will immediately go to the federal 


jcourts on habeas corpus proceedings. 


The-entire Thaw case will then be up 
to the United States tribunals. It 
will doubtless be many months before 
the ultimate fate of Thaw will be de- 
cided. 

One closely associated with the gov- 
ernor said that in his opinion Felker 
would not hesitate long before grant- 
ing the request of the New York au- 


If the governor grants the extradi- 
tion he will thereby be putting the en- 
tire Thaw matter upon the _ broad 
shoulders of the federal government, 
and the final outcome of the greatly 
involved case will in no wise have 
depended upon the attitude of the 


| chief executive of the Granite State. 


Wih extradition granted, the mat- 
ter will be immediately transferred to 
the United States court, district of 
New Hampshire, and there it will be 
fought out, the final decision perhaps 
being held in abeyance for a _ long 
time. 

In the case of extradition, Felker 
sits alone, and not with the members 
cf his council, as is the case in con- 
sidering many other matters. This 


reason why the governor will not as- 
sume the burden of giving Thaw the 
right to remain free in this state. 

Many believe Thaw’s counsel would 
be pleased to have the governor sign 
the extradition papers. 

With Thaw free in this state, a 
chance would be open for more of the

While the American government is 
on record with a promise to extend 
recogniticn to the government set up 
by a legal and free election, it is said 
to be practically certain that the 
United States should not. hasten to 
recognize, Diaz if he were elected, but 
would wait, in accord with the prece- 
dents of President Hayes’ administra- 
tion, to determine whether the result- 
ing government was strong enough to 
maintain peace and guarantee inter- 
national obligations. 

The policy of strict neutrality with 
respect to the exportation of arms and 
munitions of war from his country, 
however, will be continued until 
recognition is actually extended. 

The fact that the constitutionalist 
faction regards Diaz as being jointly 
responsible with Huerta for Madero’s 
downfall, it is thought here, will mean 
a sharpening of the contest between 
the warring factions. 

Just what course the United States 
will pursue in scrutinizing the coming 
election has not been definitely decid- 
ed. The claims of the Huerta govern- 
ment that, while it does not control 
all the states of the north, it does di- 
rectly have jurisdiction over the dis- 
tricts containing the great bulk of the 
Mexican population, has hampered 
American officials in predicting what 
their attitude might be. 

Certain it is, however, officials say, 
that if the election is conducted under 
military auspices and with large gar- 
riscns at. the pells the American gov- 
ernment is not likely to construe the 
result as having been accomplished 
by a fair and free election. 

The attitude of the United States for 
the next few weeks is likely to be that 
of an interested spectator, with John 
Lind being retained at Vera Cruz tc 
show the world generally that the 
United States stands ready to assist in 
the situation by pacific means if éts 
friendly offices are desired.

in ice and sent to a properly equipped|in the General Court for 


laboratory as quickly as possible. 

It is hardly necessary to suggest 
that a wound resulting from the bite 
of an animal should be thoroughly 
cleansed; carbolic acid should be 
thoroughly applied, and then neutra- 
lized with alcohol, and the wound 
covered with a large, wet antiseptic 
dressing. Of course this local dress- 
ing alone is not to be depended on 
when the diagnosis of rabies in the 
animal inflicting the wound has been 
established. As soon as this condi- 
tion of the animal is definitely deter- 
mined, the patient should be given 
the benefit of the Pasteur treatment, 
which is most effective when begun 
within a fortnight after the wound 
was inflicted. 

More important than the cure of 
hyrophobia is its prevention by ad- 
ministrative measures. The British 
muzzling order absolutely enforced, 
has rendered Great Britain practical- 
ly free from rabies. Surely all dogs 
worth the price of a muzzle ora 
leash should be thus restrained; the 
rest should’ be destroyed. This pro- 
cedure would rob rabies of its terrors.

POLICE CHARGE RIOTERS 


Over Two Score Injured In Battle In 
Streets of Dublin 

Dublin, Sept. 22.—Dublin’s- streets 
were again the scene Sunday of a bat- 
‘tle between the police and the strik- 
ers. Thirty-five civilians and seven 
policemen are in hospitals as the re- 
sult of the engagements and many 
others were treated for minor injuries. 

The number’ of men in Dublin 
either on strike or locked ou is about 
20,000. They have many supporters 
and are in savage spirit. In the riot- 
ing yesterday the police charged and 
used their clubs freely, and the riot- 
ers retaliated with bottles and other 
missiles so fiercely that one of the 
mounted force was knocked from his 
horse and severely injured and several 
foot police had to be carried off on 
stretchers. 


TENNESSEE SALO SALOON 
TO BE WIPED OUT 


New Law Terms Sale of Liquor 
a Public Nuisance 


Nashville, Sept. 22.—The death 
knell of the open saloon in Tennessee 
was sounded when the senate passed 
the nuisance act, which will make 
operative the state-wide prohibition 
law, flagrantly violated since its 
passage in 1909. 

The bfll defines the sale of all in- 
toxicating liquors to be a _ public 
nuisance, provides for a betterment 
of such, ‘and fixes penalties. 

The bill has not yet been brought 
up for passage in the lower house, 
but the majority of the vote in that 
body in favor of the measure is great- 
er than that received in the senate. 
rhe measure becomes effective thirty 
days after its passage, so that Ten- 
nessee will be numbered with the dry 
states after Nov. 1. 


NO OFFICIAL RECOGNITION 


Women’s Clubs Not In Sympathy Wtih 
the Pankhurst Methods 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., Sept. 22.— 
As an organization, the Federation 
of Women’s Clubs of America will 
give no official recognition to Mrs. 
Pankhurst, the militant suffragette, 

when she arrives in the States. 

This assertion is made on the au- 
thority of Mrs. C. H. McMahon, au- 
ditor of the executive board of the 
federation, which is now in session 
here, and a representative voter ot 
Utah. 

“We do not believe in militant 
methods to gain the ballot,” said Mrs. 
McMahon, “but we do believe in 
political equality, and we sincerely 
hope the day will come when all 
women in the United States will have 
the privilege of the ballot orf an equal 
footing with the men.”

DEFINES ADULTERATION 
OF CANNED TOMATOES. 


Attention Is Called to Decisions Given 
in Food Inspections. 


On the ground that there seems to 
be a general misunderstanding in cer- 
tain localities regarding what consti- 
tutes adulteration of canned tomatoes, 
the superintendent of the department 
of agriculture in Washington has Is- 
sued a wurning, at the same time 
calling attention to the department’s 
food inspection decision on this sub- 
ject. 

The can used for any canned food 
product serves not only as a container, 
but also as an index of the quantity of 
food contained, it is declared. It should 
be as full of food as is practicable 
without injuring the quality or appear- 
ance of the contents. 

Tomatoes are a food product which 
may be canned without the addition of 
any other substance; therefore the ad- 
dition of water is deemed adultera- 
tion. Pulp has been discovered pre- 
pared from trimmings, cores and other 
waste material which was added to 
canned tomatoes. This pulp is not a 
normal ingredient of canned tomatoes 
and is therefore deemed adulteration. 

Also, if in the canning of a lot of 
tomatoes more juice is added than 
normally would be present, the same Is 
considered an adulteration in the 
opinion of the board of food and drug 
inspection. ‘ 

A number of decisions have been 
handed down in favor of the United 
States in suits brought against com- 
panies that have shipped In Interstate 
commerce canned tomatoes adulterated 
with pulp or an excessive amount of 
juice.

Drs. Beattie and Myers Give Convine- 
ing Evidence That Tuberculosis In 
Early Stages Yields to New Treat- 
ment, Which Takes From Six to Nine 
Months—No Toxic Effects. 


In the curfent issue of the New York 
| Medical Journal Drs. William J. Beat- 
jue and Edward E. Myers make a full 
‘report on the “Relative Value of Tur- 
tle Tuberculin In the Treatment of 
| Tuberculosis.” 

Dr. Beattie on his arrival in this 
country a few months ago brought 
with him a quantity of tuberculin di- 
lrect from Piorkowski, in Berlin. He | 
thoroughly instructed Dr. Myers, a 
j|New York physician, in its use and 
left a quantity of the culture with 
him.- Since that time the two have 
been working quietly, but separately, 
jwith the tuberculin, using extreme 
j}care to see that a premature report of | 
what they were doing did not spoib | 
their, work. 
| ‘Dr. Myers has now published the 
full statement of his results In con- 
pemcton with but entirely independent 
;of the observations made by Dr. Beat- 
|tie. Both physicians are certain that 
jthe Piorkowski culture has very defi- 
|nite and certain merit. 

What Tuberculin Is. 

According to the report, “turtle tu- 
| berculin is a clear, port wine reddish | 
{brown liquid, containing the products | 
;of the thbercle bacillus of a certain 
species of turtle.” 

Recent investigations with turtle 
| tuberculin in Piorkowski’s laboratory, 
|made by Dr. Beattie, have shown that 
|tubercle bacilll when grown in the | 
jblood serum of turtles (cold blooded 
janimals) change quite distinctively its 
| bacteriological characteristics, partic- 
‘ularly in lessening its virulence and at 
the same time increasing its power to 
form antibodies in the blood of tuber-

CRUSHING BLOW 


Partially Shattars Gase of Thaw’s 


Kept Secret Until He Could Secure 


Evidence Against instigator of Plot) 


—-Words Have Bombastic Effect at 
Hearing Granted by Governor Felker 
——Thaw Tactics Are Scored 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 24.—‘From 
the very hour that Stanford White lay 
dead on the roof garden in the city of 
New York, his life taken by cither a 
murderer or a lunatic—from that time 
to this minute—it has been said re- 
peatedly that in the end the Thaw 
money would defeat the ends of jus- 
tice. 

“So far it has not entirely accom- 
plished it, but wherever this case has 


gone and wherever it has rested, it |

has left a trail of ignominy, disgrace, 
filth and scandal behind it that has 
been absolutely appalling. 

“The state of New York will not 
permit its justice to be defeated by 
the corrupt use of money, and that is 
why New York wants a man back 
whom it regards as a homicidal luna- 
tic when influenced by his insane de- 
lusions and his vicious degeneracy at 
other times, a man crimiffal In his 
lucid intervals and dangerous in his 
insane ones.” : 

So spoke William T. Jerome, spe- 
cial deputy géneral of the state of 
New York, to Governor Felker of New 
Hampshire, although he looked di- 
rectly and defiantly at Harry K. Thaw 
as he said it, hurling the words at 
him with bombardic effect and creat- 
ing one of the most dramatic scenes 
ever witnessed in the Granite State. 

It was during the hearing by Gov- 


ernor Felker on the request of the New |

York authorities’ that .he extradite 
Thaw on the charge of conspiring with 
others to effect his escape from Mat- 
teawan. dy 

Charges of bad faith had been 
hurled at Jerome by Thaw’s legal ad- 
visers; allegations had been made that 
they were resorting to subterfuge in 
a desire to return him to Matteawan, 


and the argument Was made that as/ 


no indictment had been foun against 
Thaw, the present warrant against 
him was not on an_ extraditable 
charge. 

Jerome, however, burst a bomb un- 
der Thaw’s legal status by declaring: 

“An indictment was found by the 
grand jury, but before it was filed a 
request was preferred by the attorney 
general thet the grand jurye suspend 
further investigation until I could re- 
turn from New Hampshire to present 
to them evidence concerning the in- 
stigator of this plot, a man more im- 
portant than anyone yet numed in 
the proceedings.” 

Again, in replying to the challenge 
by Thaw’'s counsel: “Why does he not 
pursue the chauffeur, Roger Thomp- 
son?” Jerome startled the great as- 
semblage in the senate chamber at the 
state house by declaring: “We are 
looking after Roger Thompson; we 
expect Thompson will come back to 
the United States and turn state’s evi- 
dence and tell ajJl he knows of this 
thing. I have had a long personal 
conference with Thompson.” 

Throughout the long argument ex- 
Governor Stone of Pennsylvania, 
George F. Morris and William M. 
Chase had denounced the action of 
Jerome as a “subterfuge.” To. this 
Jerome replied: 

“I Rad supposed that the last thing 
the state of New York would have to 
do would be to stand at the bar of a 
sister state upon a charge of bad faith. 
Mr. Stone designates our application 
as a subterfuge. Morris goes even 
further, insinuating dishonesty. It 1s 
not easy to rest patiently, without 
making a fitting reply and 1. think 
sober judgment will make Mr. Morris 
regret the use of such language.” 

Tears sprang into the eyes of Thaw’s 
mother, and Thaw bit his nails nerv- 
ously as Jerome hurled his stinging 
words at them. Assistant Attorney 
General Kennedy sat beside Jerome 
calmly twirling his thumbs. 

Jerome’s words cut so deep that the 


replies by Thaw’s three lawyers 
seemed weak, feeble and useless. 
They had no “come back” and it 


seemed to be the consensus of opinion 
among the crowd that all was over 
for Thaw but the actual signing of the 
extradition papers by Governor Fel- 
ker. 

The governor allowed Thaw’s coun- 
fel until Monday to supplement their 
briefs, but that only delays the end so 
far as he is concerned for a few days. 

It is not the end of the fight for 
‘Thaw, however, for he still has his 
habeas corpus writ. to argue: in the 
United States courts next week, and if

CENSURE FOR 
DIRECTORATE 


In Commerce Gomm Commission's Re- 
port on Raliroad Wreck 


ARE “MAGICIANS” IN FINANGE 


Suggestion That Mcre Consideration 
Be Paid to Safety on New Haven 
Road—Discipline Weak and Ineffect- 
ive—Disobedience of Rules Caused 
Wallingford Wreck 


| ag the squirrel. 


Washington, Sept. .25.—Censuring 
the directorate of ‘he New York, New} 
Haven and Hartford railroad for the 
Wallingford wreck on Sept. 2, in 
which twenty-one persons lost their 
lives, the interstate commerce com- 
mission issued a full report of the in- 
vestigation of the accident. 

The report holds that the directorate 
“should fee] themselves called upon to 
turn from the consideration of the 
financial questions in which the road 
fs involved and give their considera- 
tion to the questions of safety.” 

The commission calls attention tc} 
the larg@® number of wrecks which 
have taken place on the New Haven 
and virtually places responsibility for | 
these accidents and the resultant loss; 
of life upon the directorate. of the, 
road, whom it refers to as “magicians : 
in the art of finance and wizards in 
the construction, operaifon and con- 
solidation of great systems of rail- 
roads.” 

The report further calls attention! 
to the fact that “no intelligent system | 
was devised by which to ascertain 
when the rules were disobeyed.” 

It is also charged that rules were! 
violated many times and that only! 
small portions of these violations 
were reported to the officials of the 
company. 

“Discipline was weak and ineffect- 
ive,”’ reads the report, “certainly a 
fault of the management. Rules were 
inefficient and the fault of the higher | 
Officials. Rules were inadequately | 
enforced, the blame for which must 
be charged to the officials. 

“This government has the power,| 
if this railroad will not itself exer-| 
cise its own authority, to compel the 
safeguarding of traffic over this line.” 

The direct and proximate cause ol 
this disaster, says the report, was the 
failure~of those members of these, 
train crews to obey rules to exercise | 
the degree of care under the circum-; 
stances which was commensurate with) 
grave responsibility resting upon them | 
at that time. 

“Man failure in this case,” says 
Commissioner McChord, who pre-|

been very light. Now however the 
hacksliding Democrats and Republi- 


cans can go back to their own fold at 
the coming city caucuses, provided 
they were enrolled as such at the re- 
cent state primaries, and there will be 
no more packing caucuses as has 


been done.

Quotes from the Old Records of 
Town of Braintree 


The history surrounding the old 
house in “the Hollow,” known 
many as the “Dr. Jones House” is but! 
one of many interesting chapters of 
Quincy’s development. In that section | 
was born the town of Braintree, al-| 
though Braintree allowed this section 
to separate in 1792 as the town of 
Quincy: Strangely enough what was 
then a centre is again becoming a 
centre. 

The razing of the building is in 
connection with the tearing down of 
other buildings in the immediate vi- 
cinity to make room for the block of 
14 stores about to be erected by Col. 
Henry L. Kincaide, the “live wire” of 
the city. Its demolition is being 
watched by many of the older resi-

For years it was surrounded by

Workmen commenced this week to 
demolish one of the ancient dwellings 
of the old town of Braintree and 
Quincey which was built previous to 
the year, 1680, probably the preced- 
ing year. We ‘refer to the house 
known to the present generation as 
the “Dr. Jones house” situated on 
old locality 
“the 
Hollow.” The size of the original 
house was 18 by 40 feet, with possibly 
a leanto ell at the rear, in which was 
located the kitchen. 

The main house on the first story 
was divided into two rogms with a 
large chimney in the centre, with fire- 
places and oven. This was removed 
when the house was remodeled in the 
early seventies. There were probably 
three or more chambers on the second 
floor. 

The external walls were lined with 
cured seaweed between the ‘boarding 
and the lathing (some of which was 
removed this week) for protection 
from the cold. Houses built at a la-

It Would Take 150,000 Sheets to Make 
a Pile an Inch High. 

Gold beating is one of the oldest 
trades in Birmingham. The work is 
done entirely by hand. The leaf is 
bammered° out in: small-shome™ work- 
shops from twenty-four carat gold, but 


it is returned in long;.thin ribbons 
one and a quarter inches wide and a 
thousandth ‘part of an Inch in thick- 
ness. Then it is ready for the beater. 
The ribbon is generally cut off into 
small 114 inch squares, weighing 
about six grains. 

The thin square is placed in the cen- 
ter of a vegetable parchment pad, con- 
sisting of 100 sheets on top and the 
same number beneath. This is beaten

HUERTA NOT 
A CANDIDATE 


Likely fo Support Maxioan 
Catholic Party Nominees 


GAMBOA RECEIVES NOM:NATIO\ 


MiMtary Commander Named For Vice 
President — Neither Prominently 
Identified With Any Political Party 
and Both Thought to Be Acceptable 
to the United States 


Mexico City, Sept. 26.—General 
Huerta has been eliminated from the 
electoral contest for president in Mex- 
ico, according to prominent gnembers 
of the Catholic party, which nominat- 
ed Frederico Gamboa, Mexican for- 
eign minister, as its candidate. The 
selection, it is said, was made wiih 
the approval of Huerta and therefore 
means the elimination of Huerta as a 
presidential possibility. 

The Catholic party, while support- 
ing the present administration morally 
and financially, it is explained, re- 
alized the futility of endeavoring to 
continue Huerta in office in face of 
opposition on the part of the United 
States and the consequent inability 
of the government to borrow money. 
This attitude was plainly indicated to 
Huerta, who was brought to realize 
its consistency, and finally sanctioned 
the proposed nominations and gave as- 
surances of his support of the ticket. 
He said that he would not be the can- 
didate of any other party or faction. 

The efforts of the Catholic party, it 
is said, have been directed at the se- 
jection of men who would be accept- 
able to the United States. The choice 
fell upon Gamboa for the reason that 
he has not been prominently identified 
with any political party, while it is be- 
lieved that he will have the confidence 
of Liberals as well as Catholics, and 
upon General Rascon for vice presi- 
dent, who is regarded as a desirable 
running mate for similar reasons. 

Rascon has always been an army 
man and has mixed little in politics. 
He was a friend of Porfirio Diaz, and 
was Madero’s choice for war minister 
in De la Barra’s cabinet. Since then 
heshas received proof of confidence on 
the part of the present administration. 

The nominations are of unusual im- 
portance, because the Catholic party 
is the only real political party having 
a far-reaching organization. Its 
ramifications extend practically to 
every village and hamlet in the re- 
public. 

Gamboa, in accepting the candi- 
dacy, expressed the hope that in the 
event of his election Mexicans who 
are now pacific would remain so ant 
those in arms would lay them down. 
He tendered his resignation as minis- 
ter of foreign affairs at once. 

Gamboa was a disciple of Ignacio 
Mariscal, once foreign .minister and 
at one time minister to the United 
States. He was sub-secretary of for- 
eign affairs under Mariscal. Later 
he became minister to The Nether- 
lands and hes recognized ability as a 
diplomat. He is a writer of some note 
and is 50 years of age.

fucatan. He is now military com- 
mander of the district of Oaxaca. He 
is 65 years of age and has a long mili- 
tary record.

UPHOLDS COMMERCE ORDER. 


Commerce Court Rules Against Rail- 
road In Rate Case Appeal. 

Following. a principle laid down by 
the supreme court in the case of Proc- 
ter & Gamble against the United States, 
the United States commerce court, in 
Washington, rendered an opinion that 
it had no authority to set aside a nega- 
tive order of the interstate commerce 
2ommission. Judge Garland rendered 
the opinion, and Presiding Judge 
Knapp and Judge Mack concurred. 

The ease arose through the action of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
in charging a lower rate for a long 
haul, in certain instances, than for a 
shorter haul. The company contended 
that as a result of steamboat competl- 
tion it was obliged to reduce its rates 
for the longer haul. The Interstate 
commerce commission refused to per- 
mit the railroad to charge the lower 
rates,.and the company appealed to 
the commerce court. In dismissing the 
petition the court said: 

“We are clearty of the opinion that 
under the ruling in the Procter & 
Gamble case we bave no jurisdiction 
fn the case at bar.”

Engineer of Death Train In 
* Stamford Crash 


WAS ABSOLVED BY CORONER 


Left New Haven Road After Wreck In 
Which Six Persons Were Killed, 
but Had Grieved Continually Ever 
Since—Doubtless Hastened- Death 
From Heart Disease 


New Haven, Sept. 27.—Charles J. 
Doherty, engineer of the New Ha- 
ven’s Springfield express. at the time 
pf the wreck at Stamford, Conn., 
June 12, dropped dead from heart 
failure at his home here. 

Six persons were killed and twent¥ 
injured in the wreck. In the coroner’s 
report Doherty was absolved from any 


blame.

The great burden which Quincy for years has labored un- 
der has been the steady increase in its debt, with the added in- 
erease in interest charges. The temptation to borrow money 
and pledge the city’s credit for years ahead has heen too free- 
ly indulged in during the past. Recognizing the error of 
such a course, I have endeavored to correct this practise with 
the result that today for the first time in many years there is 
a substantial decrease in the city debt. A fact which must be 
gratifying to our citizens. 

It may seem to some a little hard, with the present high 
cost of living, for the city at this time to undertake to remedy 
its financial condition, but a stand had to be made sometime 
and while it may temporarily be unpopular, I believe that fair 
minded and right thinking citizens will approve the course I 
have adopted. 

As a result of the poliey inaugurated these last two years, 
the tax rate will next year automatically, as it were, become 
lower, and if future administrations will -persevere in the 
policy of retrenchment and reduction of the city debt, now in 
force, in the near future our city will have a financial stand- 
ing second to none in the Commonwealth.

Morning for Adjustments 


The superdreadnought Rivadavia 
which has been at anchor in Nantasket 
roads the past week is now tied up at 
the Fore River yards where several 
minor adjustments will be made. 

The passage through the draw of the 
Fore River bridge commenced at 10 
o’clock and was fully sixteen minutes 
after that her stern had cleared the 
narrow’ channel. Captain Joseph 
Kemp who took her out to set at night 
negotiated her return and approxi- 
mately the same time was required to 
go through the bridge. 

The feat, one of the most difficult 
ever undertaken was accomplished as 
easily this morning but the large 
crowd that witnessed the departure 
were absent. 

The ship will remain at the Fore 
River yards until the next high tide 
which occurs the latter part of Octo- 
ber. By that time all necessary re- 
pairs will be made and a few of the 
trials which have not yet been com- 
pleted will take place.

New Ideas For the House. 

If simplicity were chosen as the 
watchword in furnishing the average 
home its occupunts would be better 
pleased with its aspect than they often 
are with many a room known so well 
to everybody, overburdened with 
“things” and a hodgepodge of color- 
ings. Fancy a lovely pink evening 
gown with a background of a red wall 
and a floor covering that sends not less 
than half a dozen color impressions at 
once to the eye. 

Some big American department 
stores have suits of rooms set apart 
with furnishings, walls, coverings, etc., 
that suggest artistte and practical 
ways of remodeling rooms in one’s 
;own home. The cost of such an im- 
provement can be made commensurate 
with one’s pocketbook, while the idea 
is what one is looking for. 

Decorators have exploited brown as 
a fundamental color note until brown 
rooms are very general, but neverthe- 
less inviting. A living room in a sim- 
ple country home carries out a scheme 
of decoration in browns well worth 
reproducing. The wall paper is,a 
plain one in a warm tan that verges on 
a coffee color. The ceiling is not white, 
but perceptibly cream in tint. and the 
color is brougot down eighteen inches 
on the side walls, where a small cream 
enameled picture molding separates 
it from the paper. 

Curtains for the windows are made 
of wide scrim hemstitched and hang- 
ing only three or four inches below 
the sills from a small red over which 
they are shirred at the top. The floor 
is covered with plain brown woolen 
“filler,” costing 75 cents per yard. 
Rugs having some old blue and dark 
red in them give life to the room, as 
do the flowered chintz cushions and 
pillows. The woodwork of the room is 
palnted light cream color. 


Autumn Fashions. 

Tailors have begun to arrange skirts 
in such a fashion as to give more free- 
dom to the limbs while preserving the 
closely fitting line. Serges are still 
trimmed with black mohair braid in 
much the same way as they were last 
year, with this one difference, that the 
braiding is massed upon the back be- 
tween the shoulders, and again at and 
below the waist. In fact, many of the 
new coats in other materials have this 
characteristic. Skirts are braided in 
straight lines, sometimes ending in lit- 
tle tassels very flatly placed. 


Skirts Nearly All Short: 
Practically all of the skirts are short, 
revealing the feet and ankles.. They 
are so narrow at the hem that slashing 
is essential, and the fine being thus 
broken is practically ‘always uneven. 
A straight hem is absolytely,dld fash- 
loned, says the Dry Goods: Beonomist. 
The skirts may be slashed in the 
front or on either side or at the back. 
When the slashing is very high the 
space is filled with plaitings or dra- 

peries of transparent material.

NAMING A TOWN. 


Concord Was Selected After Fifty 
Years of Controversy. 

The name of Concord, N. H., was 
given to the town after a controversy 
which lasted fifty years. 
land now within its bounds was grant- 
ed to the colonists under the name of 
Peacock by the colony of Mussachu- 
setts: This claim wes disputed by the 
colony of New Hampshire, which two 
years later granted this same land to 
the township of Bow. 17383 Massachu- 
setts incorporated Peacock into a 
township named Rumford, and for 
more than forty years a fierce legal 
controversy was carried on. No agree- 
ment could be reached, and the mat- 
ter was taken to the authorities in 
England, but even then there was no 
satisfactory nor permanent settlement. 

In the face of an evident leaning 
toward the claims of Bow, both in 
England and in America, the little 
band of colonists in Rumford fought 
on valiantly, and in 1705 an act of 
incorporation was granted to the in- 
habitants of Rumford. This was still 
highly unsatisfactory because it only 
made them a parish in the town of 
Bow. 

The controversy continted until 1774, 
when it was finally settled and an 
independent town was formed under 
the name of Concord. It was due to 
the devotion of the little band of 
settlers to their cause and the unity 
which existed among them that the 
Independent incorporation of the town 
was finally obtained, and it was emi- 
hently fitting that the concord which 
existed between them during the strug- 
gle of nearly fifty years should be 
memorialized in their town's name.— 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 


DODGED THE WASPS. 


Simple Trick by Which the Woodsmen 
Escaped a Stinging. 

A man on his first trip into the wilds 
and marshes of an unknown country 
with the United States drainage engi- 
neers was struck by a unique method 
they have to escape from the attack 
of wasps and hornets. The country 
traversed is generally covered with 
thick undergrowth, and a path bas to 
be cut through this all along the line. 
So when a big wasp nest is reached 
there is very little warning, some- 
times the axmen cutting into a big one 
with their machetes.

It is said that hornets are not so 
prone to fellow this rule as wasps, 
but the wasps never vary. Men bave 
been stung to death by hornets, and 
horses and mules likewise.—Chicago 
Record-Herald.

STRENGTH OF A LIMPET. 


Its Sticking Power Largely Due to At- 
mospheric Pressure, 

Every one is familiar with the say- 
ing “to stick like a limpet,” but there 
are net so many who know how it is 
that a limpet is able to stick as it does 
to the rocks upon which it passes its 
existence. The creature is able by 


means of the central portion of its | 


body, which can be ralsed independent- 
ly of the edge or frill] which surrounds 
it, to create a vacuum mucb in the 
same way that a piece of soft wet 
leather can be made to adhere to a 
smooth surface by pressing out all the 
air. Thus the so called “strength” of 
the limpet is largely due to atmos 
pheric pressure. 


It is not entirely so, however, for if | 


they are closely examined it will be 
seen that the shells accommodate 
themselves around the edges to the 
surface of the rock upon which the 


| limpet is located, and if removed to 


another spot the edge of the shell will! 
prebubly be found to be a very bad fit 
and the creature’s power of adhesion 
somewhat lessened. If taken by sur- 
prise with a smart sidelong blow even 
a large Iimpet is easily enough dislodg- 
ed, but if it is given the slightest warpn- 
ing its power of suction is instantly 
brought into play and very often con- 
sideruble force is then necessary be 
fore it can be detached. — London 
Standard.

Putting Trees to Bed.

How to Make Elder Flower Water.

Strip from their stalks enough elder 
flowers to fill a pint measure. Over 
these pour two quarts of boiling water, 
and let it jufuse for a hour.

When coid, strain 
through a piece of fine muslin into bot- 
tles and cons them up securely. 

How to Freshen Delicate Ribbon.

A 
certain amount of suds will be made. 
which washes the ribbons free from 
dirt. They must be carefully rinsed 
In several waters, dried and ironed be- 
tween two pieces of muslin while 
tlightlydamp. Satin ribbon may be iron- 
ed on the satin side and male fresher 
than when ironed between inuslin. 


How to Make Traveler’s Bag. 

About three-quarters of a yard of 
cretonne, with cord or ribbon for a 
drawstring, is needed to make it. 
Make like any ordinary bag, fulled on

Not Supposed to Come Under the|

Kansas that the Mann white slave act

It is pointed out by those who.be- 
lieve Pollock is right that/Representa- | 
tive Mann, father of thd law, did not, 
as a matter of fact, intetfd that “per- 
sonal escapades” should be included 
in the prosecutions under the law.

New York, Sept. 30.—Timothy L. 
Woodruff, former lieutenant governor 
ot New York, was stricken last night 
in Carnegie hall just as he conclud- 
ed an addfess at the Fusion notifica- 
tion meeting. Physicians announced 
that he had suffered a _ stroke of 
paralysis and said his condition was 
serious. . 

As he was speaking Woodruff 
turned to John P. Mitchel, the Fu- 
sionist candidate for mayor, and com- 
plained of a pain in his knee. He 
continued his address, however, but 
as he concluded it, he reeled and 
would have fallen to the floor of the 
stage had not others on the platform 
supported him.

DANCE HALL LICENSES, 


The new city ordinance stating that 
dance halls and such shall not be con- 
ducted without a permit from the Ma- 
yor is being flagrantly violated in 
Quincy, and unless the owners and 
lessees of properties used for such 
purposes take immediate steps to con- 
form to the ordinance action will be 
taken to properly enforce the meas- 
ure. 

At the present time Music and Mal- 
nati halls are the only ones that have 
obtained permits, 

The ordinance which was passed 
May 5 became a law when it was pub- 
lished shortly after its passage by 
the city council. It states that no 
hall or building shall be used for pub- 
lic hire for entertainments, such as con 
certs, dancing parties, moving picture 
shows until the owner or lessee of 
such hall or building shall have first 
obtained from the Mayor a license for 
the same, such license to expire one 
year from date of issue. The penalty 
for violation is not less than $10 or 
more than $20 for each offense. 

There is a general impression pre- 
valent that aside from the halls com- 
monly known as public dance halls, 
the Quincy, Squantum and Wollaston 
Yacht Clubs will require a license un- 
der the ordinance, because dancing 
parties held in their halls are within 
the meaning of the ordinance and 
specifically mentioned.
